Public  Comments 
John  Plummer: 

I will  soon  be  leaving  the  Lake  Merced  area.  I’ve  been  amused  by  the  progress  of 
the  last  ten  years.  We’ve  now  evolved  to  the  point  where  we  have  to  explain  the 
rise  in  Lake  levels  rather  than  the  decrease. 

A geo-resource  study  shows  that  the  same  amount  of  water  injected  into  the 
aquifer  south  of  the  Lake  would  have  more  impact  on  Lake  levels  than  water  put 
directly  into  the  Lake.  This  shows  the  importance  of  our  hydrological  resources 
that  we  clearly  haven’t  paid  enough  attention  to  over  the  years. 

SFPUC  had  an  agreement  with  golf  courses  to  put  injection  wells  on  the  courses. 
When  the  model  is  complete,  it  will  emphasize  the  importance  of  aquifer 


restoration  and  the  use  of  recycled  water  for  aquifer  recharge.  The  bottom  line  is 
we  haven’t  given  enough  attention  to  aquifer  restoration  over  the  years. 

Greg  Bartow  responded: 

Injection  wells  are  more  expensive  than  outflow  into  the  Lake.  SF  has  different 
alluvial  settlements  than  areas  like  Los  Angeles;  getting  water  into  the  Lake 
through  fine  grain  sand  would  be  more  difficult.  We  haven’t  tested  it  yet.  A new 
study  as  part  of  a regional  competitive  use  project  will  give  more  information. 
We’ll  look  at  other  ways  to  put  more  water  into  the  Lake. 

Jennifer  Clary  added: 

1 don’t  like  the  idea  of  putting  system  water  into  an  aquifer.  We  should  avoid 
taking  additional  water  off  the  Tuolumne. 


Emeric  Kalmon: 

I have  three  questions. 

I would  like  clarification  regarding  recharging  groundwater  basins.  The  report  says 
we  can  discharge  chlorinated  water,  but  we  now  use  chloramine.  You  cannot 
eliminate  chloramine  from  water-  it  could  kill  fish  in  the  Lake. 

Where  do  we  stand  with  the  pilot  project? 

Do  we  have  a financial  feasibility  report  on  Lake  Merced?  I have  two  reports  here- 
are  there  two  projects  costing  $69  million? 

Greg  Bartow  responded: 

It’s  true  that  the  chloramine  in  our  system  water  can  harm  fish;  however,  we  de- 
chlorinate  the  water  before  discharging  it.  The  residual  ammonia  is  not  harmful  to 
fish-  we’ve  studied  it  in  juvenile  trout,  the  most  sensitive  fish. 

As  for  treated  storm  water,  we  do  have  a pilot  project  south  of  the  gun  club.  We 
do  a monitoring  program  at  Vista  Grande. 

The  cost  of  the  groundwater  project  is  $69  million;  this  covers  3 projects.  Lake 
Merced  Pump  Station  is  a separate  project  that  now  has  nothing  to  do  with  Lake 
Merced. 

Bob  Maddow 

Well  sites  could  be  used  for  injection,  but  were  identified  as  potential  production 
wells  in  an  earlier  agreement. 

Regarding  the  Lake  Merced  Watershed  Plan,  what  will  happen  as  far  as  local 
government  is  concerned? 


Greg  Bartow  responded: 


Response  to  comments  closed  May  1 . We  will  finalize  the  plan  in  July.  We’re  re- 
titling it  as  a study,  not  to  be  confused  with  a plan.  It  will  go  before  the 
Commission  in  August  as  an  informational  item.

5.  Presentation/  Discussion  and  Possible  Action 


A.  Water  Enterprise  Emergency  Response  Planning:  Greg  Suhr 

Mr.  Suhr  and  his  deputy  John  Rodgers  outlined  the  Emergency  Operations  Plan  and 
how  they  are  trying  to  consolidate  16  individual  emergency  preparedness  plans 
under  one  umbrella  plan.  The  16  division  plans  would  be  added  as  appendages  to 
the  overall  plan. 

Suhr  explained  that  California  adopted  post-9/11  an  emergency  plan  based  on  the 
National  Incident  Management  System  (NIMS)  template  that  illustrates  how  all 
critical  staff  plug  into  emergency  response.  On  February  22,  the  City  held  its  first 
emergency  workshop  with  key  staff  from  all  departments  focused  on  the  Sustained 
Incident  Management  System  (SIMS)  in  which  NIMS  is  based.  SFPUC  is  really  taking 
the  lead  in  getting  the  agency  plan  perfected.  The  overall  plan  includes  a gap 
analysis  by  an  outside  consultant  as  to  where  SFPUC  needs  to  reinforce  emergency 
preparedness  and  response  within  the  enterprises. 

There  were  questions  about  the  agency’s  response  to  an  earthquake  as  well  as  how 
we  would  react  should  a reservoir  collapse.  Both  Mr.  Suhr  and  Michael  Carlin 
assured  the  Committee  that  these  issues  have  been  thoroughly  addressed  in  past 
plans  and  in  emergency  practice  activities.  This  also  includes  participation  in  the 
CA  Water  Response  Network  regarding  sharing  water  supplies. 

Mr.  Suhr  invited  a representative  to  attend  an  agency  emergency  planning  meeting 
at  Water  Supply  and  Treatment  later  in  the  week.  Committee  member  R Flansen 
expressed  interest.  Chair  Clary  suggested  that  Mr.  Suhr  report  back  to  the  full 
CAC  in  July  when  his  report  was  finalized. 

B & C.  Recycled  Water  - Paula  Kehoe  & Sharp  Park  & Recycle  Water  Project 

Paul  Kehoe  of  the  Water  Enterprise  provided  an  overview  of  the  recycled  water 
program  to  date,  and  noted  that  the  public  process  was  just  commencing.  She  said 
agency  staff  looks  forward  to  hearing  from  the  public.  She  noted  that  a report  has 
been  filed,  as  required,  with  the  State  Water  Resources  Board. 

This  presentation  led  to  a discussion  regarding  recycled  water  in  northern  San 
Mateo  County,  and  a partnership  with  SFPUC  and  North  Coast  County  Water 
District.  Stan  Kaufman,  an  interested  stakeholder,  presented  objections  to  this 
process  explaining  natural  areas  concerns  about  the  designated  tank  site.  Mr. 
Kaufman  claimed  that  the  tank  would  affect  critical  species  and  vegetation  as  well 
as  natural  recreation  areas.  He  also  was  concerned  that  the  process  was 
proceeding  without  a full  EIR. 

Kevin  O’Connell  of  North  Coast  County  Water  District  disputed  some  of  Mr. 
Kaufman’s  claims  noting  that  the  location  was  preferred  by  the  Natural  Areas 


Program  of  SF  Recreation  & Parks  when  selected  a few  years  ago.  He  also  said  the 
project  would  save  50  million  gallons  of  potable  water  annually. 

Chair  Clary  noted  that  this  issue  pointed  to  the  need  for  increasing  education 
about  recycled  water.  R.  Hansen  asked  about  the  additional  costs  of  running  a 
recycled  water  system.  It  was  noted  that  Rec  & Parks  does  not  currently  pay  for 
water  to  irrigate.  Rec/ Parks  would  pay  for  recycled  water  offsetting  operations 
and  maintenance  costs  of  providing  this  water. 

While  some  members  questioned  how  meaningful  it  was  to  save  50,000  gallons 
annually,  H Dempsey  reminded  the  group  that  every  drop  saved  means  the  overall 
system  will  draw  less  from  the  Tuolumne  River.  It  was  also  noted  that  these 
savings  contribute  the  overall  reliability  of  system. 

As  a follow-up  attorney  Brent  Plater,  reviewed  the  performance  of  the  Sharp  Golf 
Course  and  questioned  its  viability.  In  the  end,  members  discussed  a possible 
resolution  regarding  this  recycled  water  project  and  natural  areas  stewardship. 

The  Chair  opted  to  withdraw  the  resolution  at  this  time. 

^ Long  Term  Strategic  Planning  - AGM  Michael  Carlin 

Mr.  Carlin  noted  that  the  Water  Enterprise  is  reviewing  and  elevating  numerous 
factors  for  planning  and  budgeting  purposes.  He  said  the  first  document  the 
Committee  will  see  is  a draft  sustainability  report  addressing  how  we  do  things  and 
what  we  need  to  be  doing  to  operate  the  water  system  effectively  and  as  good 
stewards. 

He  explained  the  enterprise  is  delving  into  many  aspects  of  the  business  such  as  1) 
How  much  it  costs  us  to  deliver  a gallon  of  water?  2)  How  much  it  actually  costs  to 
fix  a leak?  This  is  data  not  currently  available. 

The  enterprise  is  looking  at  revenue  over  the  longer  term  as  debt  service  rises  as 
the  agency  rebuilds  the  regional  water  system.  Overall,  he  explained  that  the 
enterprise  will  make  a business  case  for  how  we  will  ultimately  sustain  the  system. 

He  responded  to  questions  about  the  Operations  & Maintenance  Plan  that  he  said 
would  address  asset  management  over  a 20-year  period.

5.  Discussion  and  possible  action  on  resolution  relative  to  support  of  Recycled 
Water  Project  at  Sharp  Park. 

Paula  Kehoe  gave  a brief  background  on  the  proposal  by  North  Coast  County  Water 
District  (NCCVCT))  and  the  SFPUC  to  build  a recycled  water  tank  at  Sharp  Park.  Since 
the  last  CAC  Water  Subcommittee  meeting,  NCCWT)  rescinded  the  plan.  As  a result,  the 
proposed  tank  location  at  Sharp  Park  is  not  under  consideration  at  this  time. 

The  City  of  Pacifica  is  in  talks  with  NCCWD  about  building  the  tank  near  the  Calera 
Creek  Treatment  Plant  property.  xA.  meeting  between  the  City  of  Pacifica  and  NCCWT) 
will  take  place  on  April  3"*.  Paula  also  stated  a public  meeting  will  likely  take  place  at  the 
end  of  xApril. 

Richard  Hansen  stated  he  feels  uninformed  about  this  project  and  would  Like  more 
information.  Robert  Varni  stated  he  would  like  more  information  about  the  financial 
considerations  for  this  project  and  what  the  SFPUC  is  responsible  for.  Fleather 
Dempsey  stated  she  feels  the  operations  and  maintenance  costs  will  be  high  however  it  is 
important  to  look  at  the  value  in  diversifying  water  sources  and  not  taking  water  out  of 
the  Tuolumne  River  to  irrigate  Sharp  Park  Golf  Course.  David  Behar  suggested  to  look 
at  recycled  water  from  a climate  change  perspective  too. 

During  public  comment,  Stan  Kaufman,  a member  and  chair  of  many  environmental 
organizations  in  San  Francisco,  shared  three  key  comments.  First,  without  Sharp  Park 
Golf  Course,  which  is  in  need  of  millions  of  dollars  in  delayed  maintenance  and 
renovations,  there  is  no  need  for  the  tank.  He  stated  many  groups  are  encouraging  San 
Francisco  Rec  & Park  to  put  the  Sharp  Park  Golf  Course  property  to  better  use,  other 
than  as  a golf  course.  Therefore,  the  golf  course  may  not  even  exist  in  the  future. 

Second,  Stan  stated  the  Sharp  Park  location  contains  federally  listed  endangered  species 
- the  red  legged  frog,  the  San  Francisco  garter  snake  and  other  species.  The  tank,  pump 
station  and  pipeline  would  disturb  the  canyon’s  natural  setting  and  furtlicr  endanger 
these  species. 

Finally,  Stan  stated  he  feels  watering  golf  courses  in  drought  conditions  doesn’t  make 
sense.  He  is  strongly  in  favor  of  using  recycled  w'atcr,  but  not  for  golf  courses.  The 
SFPUC  needs  to  make  sure  the  project  and  the  recycled  water  do  not  cause  harm  to  the 
species  and  the  area. 

Richard  Flansen  stated  he  has  been  involved  with  making  decisions  on  golf  courses  in 
the  past  and  suggested  the  City  get  away  from  traditional  fairways  and  instead  go  to 
buffalo  grass,  a drought  resistant  grass.

Presentation:  Climate  Change 

David  Behar  introduced  Danielle  Dower  of  the  SFPUC  Power  Enterprise  and  Melissa 
Capria  from  San  Francisco  Environment. 

David  summarized  the  success  of  the  first  Climate  Change  Summit,  convened  by 
SFPUC  with  help  from  San  Francisco  Environment,  held  on  lanuary  31“  A:  bebruaiT  F' 
in  San  Francisco.  An  American  Water  Works  .Association  (.WXAX'A)  staffer  recently  told 
David  this  was  the  first  climate  change  summit  organized  by  a water  utility  in  the  L’nited 
States.  Overall  feedback  was  excellent  and  many  key  utilire  managers,  environmental 
policy  agencies,  research  groups,  media,  scientists  and  consulting  firms  attended. 


He  provided  three  main  highlights  from  the  summit.  First  he  feels  there  has  been  a sea 
change  on  climate  change.  It  was  one  of  the  first  conferences  where  the  facts  of  climate 
change  were  not  an  issue;  instead  it  was  a detailed  discussion  of  what  we  will  do  about  it. 

Second,  summit  attendees  agreed  there  is  no  ‘silver  bullet’  for  addressing  climate  change. 
In  fact,  panelists  agreed  we  need  a combination  of  things  such  as  increased  system 
reliability,  water  diversity,  increased  surface  storage,  integrated  planning,  etc.  Land  use, 
water  use,  development  issues  are  all  intertwined. 

A steering  committee  of  water  utility  leaders  is  being  created  to  take  discussions  and  key 
issues  from  the  summit  and  synthesize  them  into  a set  of  action  items  to  follow.  For 
instance  — the  committee  may  write  a letter  to  the  White  House  stating  why  climate 
change  is  important.  Anther  item  might  be  building  relationships  with  institutions  doing 
research  and  help  with  grants,  etc.  The  committee  will  eventually  go  on  to  a larger 
group  nationwide.  May  partner  with  AWAVA,  etc. 

Danielle  Dower  works  in  the  SFPUC’s  Energy  Efficiency  Seiwices  Group.  She 
referenced  a Climate  Action  Plan  published  by  the  SFPUC  in  2004  with  goal  of  a target 
set  by  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supentisors  to  reach  20%  below^  1990  levels  of 
greenhouse  gases  by  2012.  She  summarized  the  efforts  of  the  SFPUC  and  the  City  in  the 
past  few  years  to  reduce  these  numbers  and  promote  energy  efficiency.  Results  have 
been  successful  - a reduction  of  10,000  tons  of  C02  a year.  Planned  projects  will  reduce 
another  20,000  tons  of  C02  a year. 

MeUssa  Capria  of  San  Francisco  Environment  briefly  discussed  how'  Environment  is 
taking  the  energy  efficiency  message  to  out  to  a broader  public  audience  through  various 
public  outreach  campaigns.

i.  Main  Points 

a)  The  project  is  at  the  65%  design  stage. 

b)  The  project  is  a new  fourth  siphon  between  the  Alameda  East  Portal  at  the 
Coast  Range  Tunnel  and  the  Irvington  Tunnel. 

c)  The  purpose  is  to  provide  a seismically  reliable  transmission  system 
between  the  two  points. 

d)  The  project’s  new  facilities  will  include:  Siphon  4;  an  overflow  pipeline; 
chemical  injection  facilities;  valves,  vaults,  flow  meters,  and  a mixing 
chamber;  two  pre-engineered  electrical  buildings;  an  improved  access  road; 
an  Alameda  Creek  Bridge  retrofit;  a Coast  Range  Tunnel  ventilation  upgrade; 
a valve  house  seismic  upgrade. 

e)  The  next  steps  are  the  95%  design,  scheduled  for  February  2008.  and  the 
100%  design,  June  2008.  The  NTP  is  expected  in  December  2008. 

In  response  to  subcommittee  member  questions,  Ms.  Li  made  the  following 
additional  points.  The  project  is  on  schedule  and  within  budget.  The  fourth 
siphon  would  be  more  protected  than  the  other  three  because  it  would  be 
aligned  at  a different  angle.  Reliability  or  quality  will  not  be  sacrificed  to  save 
money,  and  the  goal  is  to  meet  the  Level  of  Service.  The  level  of 
environmental  review  will  be  a mitigated  negative  declaration,  meaning  that 
there  would  be  no  significant  impacts  of  the  project.  In  the  event  that  trees 
were  disturbed,  they  would  be  replaced,  three  to  one.  Environmental  review  is 
scheduled  for  completion  in  May  2008. 

Steve  Lawrence  asked  questions  about  the  thickness  of  the  steel  on  the  pipes, 
the  depth  of  the  trench,  protection  from  corrosion,  the  cost  of  the  project,  and 
whether  flooding  was  a concern.  Ms.  Li  answered  that  the  steel  would  be 
one  inch  in  some  sections,  y4  inch  in  others,  and  all  sections  would  be  welded. 
The  trench  depth  would  be  at  least  20  feet  at  the  creek  crossing,  and 
approximately  four  feet  plus  66  inches  elsewhere.  Corrosion  protection  would 
be  cathodic  protection;  a valve  system  prevents  water  from  flowing  back,  and 
there  are  shut-off  valves  at  both  ends.  The  estimated  cost  is  still  $79  million. 

In  response  to  the  final  question  on  flooding,  Dave  Rogers,  SFPUC,  said  that 
flooding  would  not  impact  siphon  4,  because  of  its  depth. 

b.  New  Irvington  Tunnel  Project,  Dave  Rogers,  Sunol  Region  Project  Manager 
i.  Main  Points 

a)  The  proposed  new  tunnel  would  provide  reliable  water  delivery  in  the 
event  of  a major  earthquake  on  the  Hayward  or  Calaveras  faults. 

b)  It  would  enable  the  existing  tunnel  to  be  taken  out  of  service  for  inspection 
and  upgrade  so  that  its  design  life  will  be  lengthened. 

c)  The  proposed  new  tunnel  would  be  much  deeper  than  the  existing  one. 


d)  Because  the  SFPUC  has  the  construction  records  of  the  existing  tunnel,  it  is  in 
a much  better  position  to  anticipate  any  bad  ground  that  could  be  encountered. 

e)  A strong  SFPUC  objective  is  to  avoid  impacts  to  the  groundwater  wells  that 
some  nearby  residents  rely  on. 

f)  Spoils  would  be  conveyed  to  a site  on  already  disturbed  SFPUC  property.  The 
spoils,  which  would  be  from  three  WSIP  projects,  would  be  placed  so  that  they 
serve  as  a buffer  and  scenic  barrier  to  existing  and  future  quarries. 

g)  A tunnel  boring  machine  would  be  used  from  the  east  end  of  the  proposed  new 
tunnel  but  this  operation  would  be  supplemented  by  conventional  mining 
procedures  from  the  other  end  to  compress  the  schedule. 

h)  The  65%  design  phase  is  beginning,  the  final  design  is  scheduled  for  June 
2009,  and  the  NTP  is  schedule  for  November  2009. 

In  response  to  Subcommittee  member  questions,  Mr.  Rogers  made  the  following 
additional  points.  The  project  is  expected  to  finish  on  schedule.  Though  there  was 
a possibility  of  groundwater  being  drained  by  the  project,  it  could  also  be 
recharged  by  the  proposed  tunnel.  The  SFPUC  was  in  the  process  of  informing 
the  public  in  advance  of  the  rising  costs  of  materials,  and  the  budget  realignment 
would  be  available  to  the  public  later  this  year.  Effects  on  groundwater  when  the 
water  was  turned  off  would  not  be  a problem;  groundwater  impacts  would  be 
more  likely  in  the  event  of  very  extended  dewatering  periods,  but  such  extended 
periods  of  a year  or  more  were  not  anticipated  for  dewatering  of  the  present 
tunnel.  The  proposed  tunnel  would  be  18,500  feet  in  length,  about  3-1/2  miles. 

In  response  to  a question  from  Lurilla  Harris,  Mr.  Rogers  said  that  meetings  with 
the  community  had  been  held,  and  more  were  planned  for  the  future. 

6.  Water  Enterprise  Business  Plan  Update,  David  Behar,  Water  Enterprise 

Mr.  Behar  said  that  the  plan  would  be  a catalyst  for  change  in  the  way  the  Water 
Enterprise  does  business.  It  is  intended  to  affect  the  next  two  years  of  operations,  and 
would  identify  10  key  goals.  The  next  workshop  will  be  on  October  25. 

In  discussion  with  the  subcommittee  members,  the  following  points  were  also  made:  The 
plan  is  scheduled  for  completion  at  the  end  of  this  calendar  year,  or  possibly  January 
2908.  The  Water  Enterprise  is  coordinating  with  the  Wastewater  Enterprise,  which  is  also 
doing  a business  plan.  The  General  Manager  and  the  Commission  will  receive  the  draft 
plan  for  review  and  corrections.  The  plan  will  not  directly  address  WSIP.  an 
infrastructure  program.  Important  projects  that  the  Water  Enterprise  has  more  direct 
impact  on  are  Recycled  Water,  Groundwater,  and  Water  Conservation.  Maintenance  will 
be  dealt  with  under  the  asset  management  goal.  The  budget  for  the  plan  is  $1 1 1.000 
exclusive  of  staff  time. 

The  Subcommittee  members  and  Mr.  Behar  also  discussed  the  timing  of  the  plan  so  that 
it  could  inform  the  budget  process. 


The  Subcommittee  members  agreed  to  support  the  asset  management  portion  of  the  plan 
and  will  communicate  its  importance  in  correspondence  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
Supervisors.  Robert  Vami  will  lead  the  effort. 

The  Subcommittee  further  agreed  that  the  Business  Plan  would  be  a standing  agenda 
item. 

In  public  comment,  Emeric  Kalman  said  that  business  plans  were  a waste  of  money. 

Joan  Girardot  said  that  the  framework  for  replacement  and  reconstruction  of  assets  was 
already  set  forth  in  the  old  charter. 

7.  Review  of  Subcommittee’s  priority  projects  in  the  Water  System  Improvement 
Program  Quarterly  Report  (Fourth  Quarter  2006/07): 

Jennifer  Clar}^  asked  the  members  to  review  the  quarterly  reports,  and  bring  their 
comments  to  the  next  meeting. 

8.  Additional  Discussion  Items 

Jennifer  Clary  said  that  proposed  future  agenda  items  included  presentations  on  the 
operations  and  management  plan  for  WSIP,  the  Crystal  Springs/San  Andreas  Pipeline 
project,  recycled  water,  financing  projects,  WSIP  risk  assessment,  the  Water  Enterprise 
operations  budget,  repair  and  restoration  of  the  distribution  system.  WSIP  projects  that 
had  been  moved  into  the  Hetch  Hetchy  operations  budget,  climate  change  and  the  disaster 
plan.  Clary  asked  Subcommittee  members  to  prioritize  the  items  and  bring  their  lists  to 
the  next  meeting. 

Ms.  Clary  introduced  new  Water  Subcommittee  member  Tim  Colen.  Mr.  Colen  said  that 
he  was  trying  to  understand  how  the  subcommittee  could  have  a useful  role.  It  was 
proposed  that  a useful  start  point  would  be  to  focus  on  selected  issues  within  specified 
topics.  Mr.  Jensen  and  Mr.  Colen  will  develop  an  initial  list  of  issues. 

In  public  comment,  Emeric  Kalman  said  that  a presentation  on  water  conservation  was 
needed,  and  Lurilla  Harris  raised  the  issue  of  gray  water  systems  for  eveiy  household.

Background  pr.  . 

To  further  improve  its  water  management  practices  through  increased  consen^ation  efforts,  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  completed  an  independent  detailed  \X  ater 
Balance  and  XX'ater  Audit  that  identifies  and  quantifies  water  losses  and  thus  expands  the  concept  of 
consen^ation  beyond  demand  management  to  include  supply  management.  The  water  balance 
method  is  relatively  new  to  North  America  and  is  being  considered  as  an  amendment  to  the  current 
conseiwation  Best  Management  Practices.  The  SFPUC  is  the  only  urban  agency  in  California  to 
undertake  the  full  analysis  and  one  of  a handful  in  the  nation.  This  project  has  allowed  the  SFPUC 
to  assign  its  system  Water  Losses  to  their  component  parts,  evaluate  the  economic  Uability  of 
reducing  these  losses,  and  begin  to  implement  the  management  practices  necessar}’  to  lessen  them. 

Water  Systems  Optimization,  Inc.  conducted  the  independent  Water  Balance  and  Water  Audit;  the 
complete  findings  are  presented  in  the  reported  entitled  SFPUC AWWA  Standard  Water  Balance  and 
Audit  For  In-City  Operations,  Fiscal  Year  2004! 05,  April  2007. 

Summary 

The  SFPUC  is  among  the  top  industr}’  performers  for  its  Water  Losses  management  practices.  The 
SFPUC  has  Water  Losses  of  3,043  MG  or  8.3  MGD,  which  represents  10  percent  of  its  System 
Input  X^olume  (industr}^  losses  range  between  5 to  35  percent). 

Water  Balance  and  Water  Audit  Approach 

The  Water  Balance  and  Water  Audit,  utilizing  the  new  International  Water  Association/American 
W'ater  W'Brks  Association  standardized  methodologies,  identified  the  following  critical  SFPUC 
distribution  system  components  for  fiscal  year  2004/05: 

• System  Input  Volume,  29,033  MG  (on  average  approximately  79.5  MGD) 

• Authorized  Consumption  Volume,  25,990  IMG  (on  average  approximately  71.2  MGD) 

• Water  Losses,  3,043  MG  (on  average  approximately  8.3  MGD) 

Water  Losses  were  further  segregated  into  Apparent  Losses  and  Real  Losses 

• Apparent  Losses,  163  MG  (on  average  approximately  0.5  MGD  or  1 percent  of  total  System 
Input  Volume).  These  losses  include  all  t}y)e  of  inaccuracies  associated  with  customer 
metering,  data  handling,  and  theft  or  illegal  use.  The  reduction  of  Apparent  Losses  will 
recover  lost  revenue  but  will  not  reduce  physical  Water  Losses. 

• Real  Losses,  2,880  MG  (on  average  approximately  7.9  MGD  or  10  percent  of  total  system 
input  volume).  These  losses  include  all  water  lost  because  of  distribution  system  leaks, 
breaks  and  overflows.  The  reduction  of  Real  Losses  increases  available  water  supplies.

Conclusions  and  Recommendations 
The  Water  Balance  and  Water  Audit  concludes: 

• The  SFPUC  manages  well  its  count3'-Hne  meters;  the  meters  are  in  good  condition,  are  tested 
regularly  according  to  best  industr}?  practices,  and  operate  within  industt)^  limits  for  required 
accurac}'. 

• The  SFPUC  controls  successfully  its  Apparent  Losses;  these  losses  account  for  less  than 

1 percent  of  its  System  Input  Volume.  The  SFPUC  is  among  the  top  performers  in  the  field 
of  Apparent  Loss  conttol  and  management. 

• The  SPTUC  manages  well  its  Real  Losses  through  reactive  management  practices,  e.g.  quick 
response  to  repair  reported  leaks,  breaks  or  overflows;  these  losses  account  for 
approximately  10  percent  of  its  System  Input  V olume.  The  SFPUC  is  among  the  top 
performers  in  the  field  of  Real  Loss  hlanagement. 

The  Water  Balance  and  Water  Audit  recommends  the  SFPUC: 

• Continue  with  its  current  policies  for  county  line  meter  management;  Apparent  Loss  control 
and  management;  and  reactive  leak,  break  and  overflow  repair. 

• Develop  a proactive  leak  detection  and  repair  program  to  reduce  its  Real  Losses.  Based 
upon  analysis  of  the  optimum  economic  level  of  Real  Losses,  an  annual  detailed  leak 
detection  and  repair  program  has  the  potential  to  save  between  2.4  and  3.3  MGD  (or  2,700  — 
3,700  AFY)  water.  It  is  estimated  that  an  annual  leak  detection  and  repair  program  will  cost 
approximately  $1  miUion/year  with  an  additional  bi-annual  cost  of  5200,000  to  conduct  an 
independent  Water  Balance  and  Water  Audit. 

Next  Steps 

Based  upon  the  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  the  Water  Balance  and  W'ater  Audit,  the 
SFPUC  is  developing  a trial  Water  Loss  Reduction  Program  (the  Program).  The  trial  Program  will 
include 

• Conducting  a water  balance  and  water  audit  for  each  pressure  zone  in  San  Francisco. 

Pressure  zone  water  balances  and  water  audits  will  enable  the  SFPUC  to  identifi’  zones 
where  Real  Losses  are  calculated  to  be  higher  than  the  city  average  and  to  prioritize  these 
zones  for  leak  detection  and  repair.  fT/ns  work  is  currentlj  underway.) 

• Installing  and  monitoring  leak  detection  equipment  in  high  priority  pressures  zones.  (The 
SFPUC  has  received  a matching  grant  from  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  to  conduct  this  work.) 

• Analyzing  the  impact  of  proactive  leak  detection  and  repair  to  the  occurrence  of  reported 
leaks  and  breaks  together  with  the  reduction  in  Real  Losses.

5.  Presentations 

a.  Water  Balance  and  Audit  for  In-City  Operations,  FY  2004/05  and  Proposed  Leak 
Detection  & Repair  Program  - Joan  Ryan,  Water  Enterprise 

Water  Balance  Study.  Presenters  Joan  Ryan  and  Dana  Haasz  outlined  the  three- 
phase  study  that  is  designed  to  reduce  water  waste  by  finding  out  where  water 
goes,  what  is  unaccounted  for,  how  feasible  it  is  to  recapture  water  loss  by 
undertaking  leak  detection  repair,  and  related  analysis. 

• Phase  One  identifies  all  the  water  coming  to  San  Francisco  and  where  it 
goes;  the  apparent  and  real  losses. 

• Phase  Two,  which  is  on-going,  involves  auditing  nine  reservoirs  and 
developing  a proactive  leak  detection  repair  program,  among  other  things. 
Joan  Ryan  reported  that  a draft  will  be  ready  next  month. 

• Phase  Three  will  outline  a plan  that  will  reduce  leak  detection  process 
from  two  years  to  six  months;  a program  that  will  provide  leak  detection 
training  for  staff  at  the  City  Distribution  Division;  and  a budget  funding 
this  program. 

Ms.  Ryan  said  the  findings  of  Phase  One  can  be  viewed  on-line  at 
sfwater.org. 

Ms  Haasz  said  that  SFPUC  has  received  a $300,000  grant  from  the  Bureau  of 
Reclamation  for  the  application  of  Pennalogger,  a technology  that  helps 
SFPUC  identify  leaks  within  certain  radius.  She  said  SFPUC  is  the  only 
utility  in  California  that  implements  such  a study.  The  study  also  includes 
audits  water  use  in  each  city  department.  Overall,  Ms  Clary  agreed  that 
SFPUC  should  set  up  a new  monitoring  system  to  measure  water  loss, 
including  city  departments’  water  use  patterns  and  how  their  consumptions 
are  paid  for.  She  said  future  agenda  should  cover  conservation  programs  and 
guidelines  for  each  city  department,  including  incentives.

Chair  Clary  referred  to  a Power  Point  presentation  by  Julie  LaBonte  from  the  November  14”’ 
Commission  meeting,  workshop  3.  They  did  a risk  assessment  of  the  WSIP  and  did  some 
budget  and  schedule  revisions  that  reduce  their  contingency  on  projects.  They  changed  scope 
on  some  of  the  projects.

a.  Recycled  Water  Program 

Paula  Kehoe  and  Barbara  Palacios  delivered  a presentation  on  the  SFPUC  Recycled 
Water  Program,  consisting  of  three  projects  and  designed  to  compensate  for  regional 
water  system  vulnerabilities  to  drought,  global  warming,  and  seismic  events. 

The  proposed  Pacifica  Recycled  Water  Project  would  use  recycled  water  produced  by  the 
North  San  Mateo  Coast  Sanitary  District’s  Calera  Creek  recycling  plant  to  irrigate  Sharp 
Park  Golf  Course,  Sharp  Park  Beach  Promenade,  Fair  Way  Park,  Highway  1 landscaping, 
and  two  school  playing  fields.  Components  would  include  a storage  tank,  pipelines,  and  a 
pump  station.  Environmental  review  is  complete,  construction  is  scheduled  for  2008- 
2009,  and  recycled  water  delivery  is  expected  in  2009. 

The  proposed  Harding  Park  Project,  a partnership  of  the  SFPUC  and  Daly  City,  would 
supply  recycled  water  to  Harding  Park  and  Fleming  golf  courses.  Major  components 
would  include  a pump  station  and  storage  tank  at  Harding  Park  Maintenance  Yard,  a 
transmission  line  along  Lake  Merced  Boulevard,  and  system  controls  at  Harding  Park 
Maintenance  Yard.  Environmental  review  is  scheduled  for  2009,  construction  for  2010, 
and  recycled  water  delivery  for  2011. 

The  proposed  Westside  Project  Recycled  Water  Project  would  provide  irrigation  water  to 
Golden  Gate  Park,  Lincoln  Park  and  Lincoln  Park  Golf  Course,  the  San  Francisco  Zoo, 
selected  street  medians,  and  other  landscaped  areas.  The  project  would  produce 
disinfected  tertiary  water  from  Oceanside  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  effluent.  The 
recommended  site  is  the  West  Gate  Berm  at  the  Oceanside  Plant;  the  berm  and  vegetation 
would  be  restored  after  construction.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Oceanside  site  was 
proposed  in  response  to  community  concerns  about  a previously  proposed  site  on 
Harding  Park  Road.  Another  advantage  to  the  current  site  is  that  the  project  will  be  able 
to  share  resources  with  the  existing  Oceanside  Plant.  In  addition  to  the  treatment  plant  at 
Oceanside,  project  components  would  include  three  new  or  expanded  reservoirs,  pump 
stations,  and  distribution  pipelines.  Environmental  review  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  spring 
2008,  and  construction  is  scheduled  for  November  2010  to  March  2013. 

In  discussion,  member  questions  addressed: 

• storage  of  the  groundwater  currently  used  for  irrigation  of  Golden  Gate  Park 

• the  capacity  of  the  proposed  Westside  project 

• salinity  monitoring 

• the  previous  controversy  over  the  Sharp  Park  facility 

• the  future  of  Sharp  Park 

• comparisons  of  recycled  water  costs  and  20 1 5 system  water  costs 

• public  health  concerns  about  pharmaceuticals 

• the  role  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  department  and  the  relationship  between  that 
department  and  the  SFPUC. 


Staff  answers  included  the  following  points: 

• plans  are  under  way  to  add  groundwater  to  the  drinking  water  system  once 
recycled  water  is  available  for  irrigation 

• annual  average  capacity  of  the  Westside  project  would  be  2 mgd,  with  a 
maximum  peak  capacity  of  5 mgd 

• in  reference  to  salinity,  an  assessment  will  be  done  to  see  if  changes  are  needed 

• the  controversy  over  the  facility  at  Sharp  Park  was  resolved  by  moving  the  tank, 
previously  designated  for  inside  the  park,  up  the  hill 

• if,  in  the  future.  Sharp  Park  is  no  longer  a golf  course,  it  will  still  be  used  for 
some  form  of  recreation,  so  that  irrigation  would  still  be  required 

• though  the  cost  for  the  Westside  project  would  probably  be  higher  than  the  2015 
rate,  a comparison  is  more  complex  since  all  three  projects  are  blended  together 

• research  is  being  done  on  the  issue  of  pharmaceuticals  and  endocrine  disrupters 

• the  relationship  with  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  could  be  restructured  if 
Sharp  Park  were  sold  to  Pacifica. 

Ms.  Kehoe  also  informed  the  members  that  informational  open  houses  about  the 
Westside  project  were  being  scheduled  for  this  coming  April,  prior  to  scoping. 

It  was  decided  that  member  Colen  would  craft  a resolution  in  support  of  the  Recycled 
Water  program  for  consideration  at  next  month’s  subcommittee  meeting. 

Chair  Clary  volunteered  to  get  an  update  on  the  golf  course  study  for  the  April  meeting. 

b.  Bayside  Water  Reclamation  Project 

John  Loiacono  delivered  a brief  presentation  on  the  proposed  Bayside  Water  Reclamation 
Project,  which  would  serve  the  Central  Basin  on  the  east  side  of  the  city.  The  project 
calls  for  a new  plant,  with  a microfilter  reverse  osmosis  setup  for  water  reuse,  across  the 
street  from  the  Southeast  Plant  on  Evans  Avenue.  The  timeline  is  1 0 to  15  years,  and 
customers  would  include  Mission  Bay  and  property  owners  along  Cargo  Way.  Uses 
would  also  include  dual  plumbing  in  addition  to  irrigation.

program.

The  order  of  agenda  items  was  modified,  so  that  this  item,  formerly  7 on  the  agenda,  was 
advanced  to  precede  agenda  items  5 and  6. 


Maureen  Barry,  WSIP  Communications  Manager,  and  consultant  Molly  Duggan 
introduced  preliminary  plans  for  creating  a brand  representing  the  WSIP  that  would  be 
instantly  recognizable,  including  website  updates,  graphics,  and  print  publications  that 
could  range  from  newsletters  to  door  hangers.  Ms.  Barry  passed  out  questionnaires 
soliciting  comments  from  stakeholders  on  what  they  thought  about  WSIP.  She  urged 
Subcommittee  members  to  let  her  know  if  they  had  comments  on  either  the  WSIP  or  the 
questions  in  the  survey. 

In  response  to  a comment  from  Jennifer  Clary  about  the  need  to  define  internal  and 
external  stakeholders,  consultant  Molly  Duggan  confirmed  that  the  questionnaires  would 
be  different  for  the  two  audiences.

6.  Staff  Presentation:  Lake  Merced  Watershed  Plan  Update — David  Behar 

David  Behar  delivered  a powerpoint  presentation  addressing  land  use  alternative 
possibilities  for  the  Sunset  Circle,  Harding  Road,  and  John  Muir  Drive.  In  his 
introduction,  he  said  that  the  community-based  Lake  Merced  Task  Force  had  asked  the 
City  to  undertake  the  plan  process,  and  that  a principle  objective  had  been  to  ensure  that 
the  process  was  transparent  throughout.  The  presentation  included  the  following  main 
points: 

• The  process  is  currently  in  phase  11,  scheduled  for  January  - July  2008.  This 
phase  has  addressed  the  exploration  of  recreation  alternatives,  the  development  of 
a comprehensive  long-range  vision  for  Lake  Merced  and  the  facilitation  of  work 
group,  advisory  committee  and  community  meetings. 

• Evaluation  criteria  for  proposed  recreation  uses  included  dependence  on  the  lake 
environs,  compatibility  with  natural  resources,  the  extent  to  which  a use 
complements  or  supports  other  uses,  and  the  effect  on  increasing  general  public 


use. 


• The  summary  evaluation  of  different  recreation  activities  ranked  those  activities 
into  three  categories:  those  most  consistent  with  plan  criteria,  those  somewhat 
consistent  with  plan  criteria,  and  those  least  consistent  with  plan  criteria. 

• The  development  of  preliminary  directions  that  had  been  referred  to  the  plan 
consultant  had  been  based  on  community  and  staff  feedback. 

• Sample  manifestations  of  those  directions  included  a nature  center  and  a 
boathouse/aquatic  center. 

• Mr.  Behar  presented  three  possible  alternative  land  use  scenarios  for  three 
principal  Lake  Merced  parcels — Harding  Road,  John  Muir  Drive,  and  Sunset 
Circle.  Public  comments  on  the  plan  alternatives  or  general  plan  direction  are 
welcome  and  can  be  submitted  by  May  9.

In  discussion  between  the  Subcommittee  and  Mr.  Behar,  Tim  Colen,  also  a Lake  Merced 
Task  Force  member,  explained  the  task  force’s  wish  to  have  the  management  of  Lake 
Merced  transferred  from  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  to  the  PUC. 

Art  Jensen  asked  about  the  function  of  the  lake  water,  the  legal  limit  to  the  master  plan 
process  activity,  and  whether  proposed  activities  could  support  themselves  financially. 
Mr.  Behar  answered  that  the  lake  water  is  a nonpotable  emergency  water  supply  that 
could  be  used  for  firefighting,  that  the  current  plan  activity  was  the  creation  of  a vision, 
and  that  activities  may  not  yet  be  able  to  support  themselves  financially,  but  there  were 
possibilities  of  public/private  partnerships. 

Jennifer  Clary  commented  that  an  example  of  a failure  was  Harding  Park  Golf  Course, 
that  Sunset  Circle  would  be  a better  location  for  a Nature  Center  because  of  its  public 
transportation  access,  and  that  she  was  opposed  to  the  idea  of  private  clubs  operating  on 
public  property. 

Mr.  Colen  commented  that  contracts  with  Harding  Park  were  locked  in  and  long  term.  He 
emphasized  the  importance  of  Lake  Merced  as  a watershed,  a park,  and  an  asset  in  the 
PUC  portfolio. 

Chair  Clary  opened  the  discussion  to  the  public. 

Member  of  the  public  David  Golden  expressed  concern  that  the  Lake  Merced  Watershed 
Management  Plan  did  not  address  the  sewer  pipe  that  currently  crosses  the  lake  and  its 
water  supply.  Mr.  Behar  commented  that  the  water  supply  would  not  be  drinking  water, 
and  that  the  pipe  was  beyond  the  scope  of  the  present  vision  process.  He  also  cited  the 
expense  of  removing  the  pipe.  Chair  Clary  noted  that  the  Sewer  System  Master  Plan 
process,  currently  out  for  comment,  was  the  best  place  to  suggest  this  pipe  be  removed  or 
replaced. 


7.  Related  discussion  on  Lake  Merced  Rod  & Gun  Club 


Subcommittee  members,  staff,  and  members  of  the  public  discussed  the  occupation  of  the 
John  Muir  Drive  parcel  by  the  Lake  Merced  Rod  & Gun  Club.  Topics  included  the  club’s 
low  membership,  an  unknown  but  potentially  significant  hazardous  materials  problem, 
and  whether  the  use  of  this  parcel  for  shooting  should  continue  as  the  SFPUC  takes  over 
management  of  the  watershed  and  looks  at  actions  to  improve  lake  levels,  water  quality, 
and  recreational  opportunities. 

Member  of  the  public  Fred  Tautenhahn,  speaking  for  the  Rod  & Gun  Club,  said  that  the 
club  was  a nonprofit  organization  that  was  open  to  members  of  the  public  who  attended 
its  classes  and  used  its  facilities  at  nominal  fees.  Though  the  membership  is  currently 
300  to  350  members,  they  are  family  memberships,  including  wives  and  children,  so  that 
the  actual  number  is  approximately  1200.  No  one  has  to  qualify  for  access  to  the 
property,  people  benefit  from  the  club’s  classes  and  instruction,  and  wheelchair  access  is 
available.  He  added  that  approximately  25,000  people  use  the  facilities.  The 
membership  is  diverse,  and  Mr.  Tautenhahn  eited  the  diversity  of  those  members  who 
were  present  at  the  public  meeting  on  April  22. 

Mr.  Colen  responded  that  the  opposition  was  not  to  the  members  themselves,  who  were 
good  people.  He  said  the  key  issues  of  concern  were  compatibility,  land  valuation,  land 
use,  and  environmental  legacy.  He  cited  a recent  eitywide  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  Survey  about  desired  recreation  uses,  in  which  shooting  did  not  make  it  onto 
the  list  of  what  respondents  wanted.  He  said  that  an  1 1 -acre  parcel  of  prime  public 
waterfront  land  was  occupied  by  a group,  half  of  whose  members  live  outside  San 
Francisco,  that  the  parcel  was  grossly  underutilized  since  it  is  used  15  to  18  hours  a week 
for  shooting,  that  there  was  a long  history  of  environmental  contamination  from  the 
shooting,  and  that  remediation  would  be  costly. 

Robert  Vami  asked  if  the  incompatible  shooting  referred  to  the  nearby  police  range  too. 
He  added  that  the  club  was  a good  rent-paying  tenant,  and  suggested  that  there  was  other 
PUC  land  that  could  be  a mutually  aceeptable  site  for  a relocation  of  the  club. 

Mr.  Behar  confirmed  that  the  police  range  was  owned  by  the  police  and  therefore  beyond 
the  scope  of  the  watershed  master  plan.  He  added  that  the  faeility  was  an  indoor  one. 

David  Dawdy  said  that  lead  had  been  removed  previously  because  it  was  being  ingested 
by  ducks  on  the  lake,  and  that  if  what  remained  was  buried,  it  would  not  harm  resources. 

Mr.  Behar  said  that  monitoring  was  under  way  and  new  data  related  to  lead  in  the  lake 
was  being  evaluated.  The  PUC  is  asking  the  Rod  and  Gun  Club  to  do  a study  of  the 
uplands,  and  the  elub  has  provided  a scope  of  work  the  PUC  is  currently  reviewing.  He 
said  that,  in  a previous  dredging  project  in  1985-86,  128  tons  of  lead  had  been  removed. 
But  in  a subsequent  study  based  on  interviews  with  Rod  and  Gun  club  members,  the 
conclusion  was  that  1,485  tons  of  lead  had  been  shot  between  1934  and  1994,  when  lead 


was  banned.  That  meant  that  1,357  tons  of  lead  still  remained  in  the  lake  or  the  land 

along  its  shore. 

Mr.  Jensen  commented  on  the  PUC’s  practice  of  selling  or  leasing  land  for  revenue,  he 
made  a distinction  between  watershed  land  and  other  lands,  and  said  that  decisions  on 
appropriate  use  of  watershed  land  should  be  left  to  process. 

Mr.  Colen  recommended  that  the  Water  Subcommittee  continue  to  follow  the  process  and 

determine  when  it  would  be  appropriate  to  weigh  in. 

Mr.  Tautenhahn  said  that  other  misconceptions  were  the  references  to  the  low  use  of  the 
parcel  and  the  empty  parking  lot.  He  said  that,  even  though  shooting  takes  place  only  1 8 
hours  a week,  the  site  is  used  all  the  time  for  classes,  gun  instruction,  and  activities  at  its 
facilities,  which  are  rented  out  at  below-market  rates.  He  said  the  organization  was  self 
sufficient,  the  members  had  made  improvements  themselves,  they  were  willing  to 
cooperate  on  pollution,  they  had  not  shot  lead  since  1 994,  and  their  targets  are 
biodegradable.  He  also  said  that  the  Rod  and  Gun  Club  would  be  the  most  appropriate 
neighbor  for  the  police  shooting  range.  He  added  that  he  had  already  offered  to  negotiate 
a share  of  their  facilities  with  another  activity  that  made  sense. 

Mr.  Behar  commented  that  in  the  evaluation  of  uses,  the  activity  of  skeet  shooting  was  a 
focus,  along  with  the  safety  and  compatibility  issues,  not  the  Rod  and  Gun  Club  as  a 
tenant. 

Mr.  Behar  asked  Mr.  Tautenhahn  if  he  would  substantiate  the  claim  that  the  Rod  and  Gun 
Club  site  was  used  by  25,000  people  by  providing  the  records  of  use.  Mr.  Tautenhahn 
replied  that  he  would. 

Mr.  Golden  expressed  his  discomfort  with  the  criteria  drafted  for  the  study.  He  suggested 
that,  in  a city  review  of  recreational  opportunities  in  San  Francisco,  a microscope  was 
being  applied  to  Lake  Merced.  He  added  that  the  Rod  and  Gun  Club  added  diversity  to 
the  scope  of  recreational  activities. 

Member  of  the  public  David  Hudak  expressed  his  concern  about  noise  pollution  on  the 
days  that  Rod  and  Gun  Club  shooting  took  place.  He  noted  the  numbers  of  people  in  the 
Lake  Merced  area  who  he  had  seen  wearing  ear  protection  devices,  and  commented  on 
the  potential  for  hearing  loss.  He  asked  if  the  PUC  could  retain  a consultant  to  take 

measurements. 

Mr.  Tautenhahn  said  that  the  club  had  taken  measurements  and  that  the  decibel  level  was 
lower  than  traffic.  He  added  that  police  range  shooting  went  on  12  hours  a day. 


8.  Discussion  and  possible  action  regarding  a resolution  to  support  the  Cit> 's 
Recycled  Water  Program. 

The  subcommittee  considered  the  proposed  resolution  . 

Mr.  Jensen  had  several  questions,  including  how  much  water  would  be  produced,  how 
much  offset  to  Hetch  Hetchy  water  use  would  result,  how  much  would  it  cost,  and  who 
would  pay  for  it  He  said  he  could  not  support  the  measure  until  he  had  the  answers  to 
those  questions.  He  emphasized  that  he  was  not  against  recycled  water  but  that  it  was 
only  one  of  many  water  supply  alternatives,  and  that  there  were  less  expensh  e wa>  s to 
augment  supplies.  He  said  Aat  he  could  be  willing  to  support  the  resolution  but  that  San 
Francisco  should  pay  for  it. 

Mr.  Colen  commented  that  San  Francisco  was  one  of  eight  counties  in  California  that  do 
not  recy  cle,  and  he  cited  the  lost  opportunities  for  irrigation  requirements. 

In  further  discussion.  Subcommittee  members  made  the  points  that  rec>  cled  water  is  a 
replacement  for  potable  water,  the  Daly  Cit>-  rec>  cled  water  project  had  been  done  at  a 
substantially  lower  cost  that  the  space  for  San  Francisco's  west  side  project  was  more 
confined  than  Daly  City's,  and  that  much  of  the  high  cost  of  the  San  Francisco  project 
was  due  to  the  required  infrastructure  and  purple  piping. 

The  committee  members  re\’ised  the  language  of  the  7*  paragraph  of  the  resolution. 

Motion  to  support  the  attached,  revised  resolution  to  support  the  Cit>  's  recycled  water 
program.

The  Committee  members  discussed  the  issue  of  the  long-term  vacancies  of  two  of  the 
four  public  seats  on  the  nine-member  Rate  Fairness  Board. 

Motion  to  support  filling  these  vacancies  in  the  form  of  letters  to  the  Mayor  and 
Supeiv'isor  Peskin.

In  reference  to  item  c,  Mr.  Colen  said  that  it  would  be  appropriate  for  the  Subommittee  to 
take  a stand  on  the  issue,  and  that  the  next  public  meeting  on  the  Lake  Merced  Watershed 
Master  Plan  would  take  place  in  June.  He  said  it  was  a community-driven  process,  that 
the  public,  not  the  PUC,  would  make  the  determination  on  the  best  use  of  the  land,  and 
that  the  CAC  Water  Subcommittee  could  have  an  impact.  He  added  that  eventually  the 
plan  would  go  to  the  Commission  and  to  the  Planning  Department  for  the  CEQA  process. 

Mr.  Behar  commented  that  people  would  need  to  make  a decision  on  the  vision  before  the 
CEQA  process.  He  emphasized  that  the  process  was  going  on  now,  and  that  opinions 
were  needed. 

For  the  next  Subcommittee  meeting  Mr.  Colen  will  draft  a resolution  expressing  the 
Subcommittee  position  on  the  Watershed  Master  Plan,  and  its  role  on  the  process.  He 
will  submit  it  to  Mr.  Jensen  for  review.

3.  Announcements  by  members  and  reports  on  other  meetings 

Chair  Clary  went  to  the  SFPUC  Commission  meeting  on  May  27”’  and  she  reported  they 
talked  about  the  water  quality  protection  plan  that  the  mayor  asked  to  have  done.  She  has 
a copy  if  anyone  wants  to  read  it. 

No  public  comment. 

4.  Public  comment — matters  within  Subcommittee’s  scope,  not  on  today’s  agenda 
Linda  Corwin  of  Citizens  Concerned  about  Chloramines  commented  on  chloramines. 

She  provided  a handout  packet  containing  various  reports.  She  discussed  the  hazards  of 
toxic  showers  from  exposure  to  chloramines.  She  quoted  various  studies. 


She  quoted  abstracts  with  information  about  chloramines  and  their  risks  and  toxicities. 
When  chloramines  are  changed  over  in  the  water  system,  blood  levels  of  chemicals  in 
children  in  those  areas  increase.  Dialysis  clinic  lacked  filtration  systems  and  impact  the 
health  of  dialysis  patients. 

She  also  quoted  examples  of  fish  killed  by  chloramines.  She  quoted  studies  that 
chloramines  are  getting  into  the  Bay.  Lurilla  Harris  mentioned  that  some  otters  have  been 
found  to  be  poisoned  by  chemicals  that  may  include  chloramines.  Linda  quoted  materials 
from  the  World  Health  Organization  that  are  included  in  the  packet.  She  cited  many 
studies  of  fish  and  mice  that  became  sick  or  died  from  chloramines. 

5.  Staff  Presentation — Development  of  WSIP  Branding  Campaign 

Maureen  Barry,  WSIP  Communications  Manager,  introduced  preliminary  plans  for 
creating  a brand  logo  representing  the  WSIP  that  would  be  instantly  recognizable.  She 
also  plans  a website  update. 

Maureen  showed  several  examples  of  possible  logos  for  the  rebranding  of  the  Water 
System  Improvement  Program. 

Her  goal  is  to  provide  a recognizable  brand  for  the  WSIP,  especially  as  we  move  into  the 
35  plus  regional  projects. 

6.  Staff  Presentation:  SB  1258  (Lowenthal)  on  Gray  Water 

Speakers;  Ellen  Levin  and  Nathan  Purkiss  of  SFPUC. 

This  is  a bill  strongly  supported  by  the  SFPUC  that  will  require  state  agencies  to  establish 
standards  for  potential  users  of  gray  water.  Gray  water  is  generally  defined  as  water  from 
showers,  sinks  (except  kitchen),  laundry,  etc  and  does  not  include  sewer  water.  This 
would  apply  to  indoor  residential  use  in  new  residential  buildings. 

According  to  Nathan  Purkiss,  the  City  would  like  to  have  a requirement  for  gray  water  in 
its  Green  Building  Ordinance  but  currently  there  are  no  state  standards  in  place  so  we 
want  to  pursue  legislation  to  have  state  standards  created.  The  Senate  Bill  by  Lowenthal 
has  passed  off  the  Senate  floor  will  all  ayes  and  it  is  currently  in  the  Assembly  this 
summer  with  hopes  of  being  on  the  governor’s  desk  in  September. 

Tim  Colen  and  other  CAC  members  asked  Nathan  how  they  can  help.  Nathan  suggested 
letters  of  support. 

Chair  Clary  suggested  the  subcommittee  should  check  bylaws  to  make  sure  the  CAC  can 
send  letters  of  support  to  a senator. 

Motion  to  support  the  legislation  and  communicate  support  to  the  Commission,  mayor 
and  legislators.

7.  City’s  Recycled  Water  Program 

The  subcommittee  discussed  the  proposed  resolution. 

Robert  Varni  asked  how  many  times  the  subcommittee  has  passed  a recycled  water  action 
item.  He  stated  he  feels  San  Francisco  needs  a program  that  people  can  look  at  and 
comment  on  now.  Instead  of  resolutions  at  meetings,  he  feels  the  SFPUC  needs  a good 
study  that  people  will  look  at  and  comment  on  in  a positive  way. 

Tim  Colen  commented  that  the  subcommittee  should  not  ‘reinvent  the  wheel’  as  studies 
have  already  been  done  already  and  the  subcommittee  members  don’t  have  the  expertise 
on  this  topic  to  do  a study.  He  stated  he  is  concerned  about  the  sense  of  urgency  now  as 
we  are  one  of  the  only  counties  in  California  not  using  recycled  water.  Given  the  climate 
conditions,  with  a drought  possible,  we  need  to  move  ahead  and  use  available  studies. 
Daily  City  just  put  in  a tertiary  treatment  plant  which  gets  them  off  groundwater  and  now 
irrigates  public  areas.  He  stated  the  SFPUC  has  created  master  plans  and  the 
subcommittee  would  like  to  see  the  machinery  of  the  SFPUC  moving  forward. 

Chair  Clary  stated  she  has  some  concerns  as  Art  Jensen  mentioned  in  the  past,  such  as, 
what  are  we  paying  for?  How  do  we  address  cost?  If  we  are  expected  to  pay  for  cost  of 
recycled  water,  then  we  have  a right  to  understand  the  cost  better.  Are  there  alternatives? 
Projects  get  held  up  by  health  concerns  and  how  the  water  might  impact  health. 

Tim  Colen  stated  he  doesn’t  see  the  SFPUC  out  in  the  public  educating  the  public  about 
recycled  water. 

Chair  Clary  suggested  the  subcommittee  update  the  resolution  and  then  discuss  with  Art 
again. 

Lurilla  Harris  suggested  that  a better  definition  of  recycled  water  be  included  in  the 
resolution  and  other  materials. 

Tim  Colen  suggested  the  CAC  get  an  update  from  Suzanne  Gautier  or  Cheryl  Munoz  at 
future  meeting. 

Amy  Sinclair  mentioned  that  Suzanne  Gautier  has  scheduled  a recycled  water  public 
meeting  in  June  and  she  will  work  with  Betsy  to  provide  the  date  and  information  for  the 
CAC. 


Chair  Clary  discussed  a resolution  about  the  need  for  community  outreach  and  an  update 
on  the  current  status  of  the  program.  She  also  would  like  to  know  about  purple  piping 
(separate  pipes  for  recycled  water)  and  enforcement  and  expansion  of  new  building  to 
install  it.  She  suggested  the  subcommittee  needs  to  work  with  Art  to  understand  costs  of 
San  Francisco  program  versus  other  programs. 

Chair  Clary  will  report  at  the  next  jfull  CAC  meeting  what  our  approach  will  be  for 
creating  a recycled  water  platform. 

Public  comment 

Linda  Corwin:  Please  have  the  SFPUC  include  the  science  behind  recycled  water  and 
health  concerns  when  presenting  this  to  the  public.  What  is  going  to  happen  with  the 
medications  they  are  finding  in  that  water?  She  said  the  public  needs  to  know  the  science 
behind  it,  not  just  that  everyone  else  is  using  it. 

Other  Public  Comment;  Joan  Girardot  of  the  Coalition  of  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods 
(CSFN)  stated  that  recycled  water  uses  more  energy  and  is  more  expensive  than  potable 
water.  She  said  residents  are  concerned  about  use  of  water-saving  artificial  turf  and 
potential  health  impacts  of  gasses  and  other  concerns  from  artificial  turf  Which 
technology  is  the  City  considering  using  for  recycled  water?  Technology  keeps  getting 
better  for  treatment  to  drinking  water  standards. 

Ms  Girardot  stated  that  BAWSCA  does  not  feel  it  should  pay  for  the  recycled  but  retail 
ratepayers  should  not  pay  for  it.  If  recycled  water  is  going  to  offset  potable  water,  the 
point  is  that  the  benefit  to  the  existing  retail  rate  payer  is  zero  for  doing  the  programs  on 
the  West  Side  of  town.  Benefit  will  go  to  the  golf  courses  and  Rec  & Park  properties  and 
they  pay  for  that  water.  The  cost  should  go  on  Rec&  Park’s  bill  to  produce  the  water. 
Because  the  retail  ratepayer  cannot  use  it  in  his/her  home,  and  there  is  no  deficiency  in 
water  available  today  (yet),  she  feels  the  golfers,  the  Zoo,  etc  should  pay.  Can  existing 
rate  payers  be  forced  to  pay?  She  would  like  the  subcommittee  to  ask  the  City  Attorney 
if  the  in-City  rate  payers  should  be  forced  to  pay  for  this  recycled  water  when  they  do  not 
directly  use  the  water. 

Robert  Varni  and  Chair  Clary  made  amendments  to  the  resolution.  A motion  was  made 
to  approve  the  changes.

4.  Staff  Presentation — Management  of  SFPUC  properties  in  the  City  of  San 
Francisco. 

Speakers:  Robert  Reiter,  Real  Estate  Services  Division,  Dan  McAuliffe,  City  Distribution 
Division,  Jane  Lavelle,  Natural  Resources  Division. 

SFPUC  owns  a considerable  amount  of  property  in  San  Francisco,  some  in  active  use  for 
distribution,  collection,  treatment  and  disposal  of  water;  some  surplus. 

SFPUC  staff  gave  a presentation  explaining  the  types  of  properties  owned  by  SFPUC, 
their  various  uses,  and  how  these  properties  are  maintained,  either  by  SFPUC  or  other 


entities  such  as  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department.  Jane  Lavelle  explained 
SFPUC's  Environmental  Stewardship  Policy. 

Dan  McAuliffe,  Operations  Manager  for  City  Distribution  Division  (CDD)  explained 
some  of  the  challenges  of  maintaining  these  1000  acres  of  lands  with  a staff  of  14  Rob 
Reiter  explained  how  surplus  properties  are  declared  and  listed  some  possible  surplus 
properties  around  San  Francisco,  including  Francisco  Reservoir,  17^  and  Folsom,  and 
Laguna  Honda.  Jane  Lavelle  explained  that  Laguna  Honda  is  no  longer  needed  from  an 
operational  standpoint,  and  there  are  many  problems  that  make  the  propert}’  difficult  for 
SFPUC  to  maintain,  including  1 8 acres  of  remote  terrain,  homeless  encampments, 
needles,  overgrown  vegetation  that  could  pose  a fire  danger,  and  litter  and  dumping  on 
the  site. 

Following  the  presentation.  Art  Jensen  asked  whether  the  Waste  Water  Enterprise 
(WWE)  holds  any  properties  included  within  the  1000  acres  discussed.  Rob  Reiter  said 
he  believed  that  the  WWE  lands  were  included. 

Robert  Vami  asked  whether  it  would  be  possible  to  find  an  alternate  propert>'  for  the 
Lake  Merced  Rod  and  Gun  Club  seeing  as  they’ve  been  good  tenants  over  the  years. 
Jane  Lavelle  reported  that  David  Behar  is  program  manager  for  that  property  and  he 
could  address  that  matter. 

Robert  Vami  asked  about  the  ownership  status  of  the  Balboa  Reservoir  propert}'  at  City 
College.  Rob  Reiter  said  he’s  not  sure;  they’re  currently  looking  into  that. 

Richard  Hansen  asked  how  much  rent  the  Rod  and  Gun  Club  pays,  and  requested  that 
someone  report  back  to  the  Committee  with  that  information. 

Jermifer  Clar>’  asked  about  the  overall  management  plan  for  habitat  restoration  on  these 
properties  and  whether  we  plan  to  work  on  the  Natural  Areas  Plans  for  these  sites.  She 
asked  whether  we  would  be  the  property'  managers  for  Laguna  Honda  and  Jane  Lavelle 
said  that  yes,  we  would. 

Chair  Clary  asked  whether  we  work  with  Rosy  Jencks  in  the  Stormwater  Program  on 
using  some  of  these  sites,  particularly  17*  and  Folsom,  for  stormwater  remediation 
programs. 

Public  Comment 


Peter  Brastow',  Founding  Director  of  Nature  in  the  City: 

Mr.  Brastow  commented  that  he  is  particularly  interested  in  the  biodiversiU'  of  San 
Francisco  wildlands.  He  said  that  SFPUC  lands  have  significant  natural  heritage  - for 
example.  Lake  Merced’s  rich  grassland  and  Laguna  Honda’s  butterfly  habitat.  Nature  in 
the  City  is  working  with  SFPUC  staff,  Rec  and  Park  and  other  agencies  on  land 
management  for  biodiversity.  They  would  like  to  see  that  process  accelerated. 


Greg  Gaar,  Nature  in  the  City: 


Mr.  Gaar  commented  that  Laguna  Honda  is  a rich  native  plant  community  and  a remnant 
of  the  City’s  natural  heritage.  The  reservoir  is  one  of  the  few  native  lakes  used  by 
migrating  water  fowl  and  one  of  the  4 original  lakes  in  San  Francisco. 

He  commented  that  Rec  and  Parks’  Natural  Areas  Program  manages  more  acres  in  San 
Francisco  with  less  staff  than  SFPUC.  He  pointed  out  that  Laguna  Honda  is  managed 
with  the  help  of  volunteers  as  well,  and  needs  to  be  managed  by  people  trained  in 
biodiversity.  He  argued  that  this  land  should  not  be  sold  as  surplus;  it  should  be 
transferred  for  $1  to  Rec  and  Parks,  and  the  SFPUC  should  pay  for  this  land  to  be 
managed  appropriately. 

Joanie  Levy: 

She  lives  near  the  Reservoir  and  heard  about  this  meeting  through  a neighbor.  She  is 
happy  that  someone  is  looking  into  the  issue.  She  said  that  she  hopes  she  can  stay  in 
close  touch  with  the  Committee.  She  commented  on  how  her  neighborhood  has  come 
together  to  maintain  and  support  Fay  Park,  a pocket  park  that  was  private  land  donated  to 
the  City.  She  said  the  same  would  be  true  for  Francisco  Reservoir.  She  said  that  the 
neighborhood  has  open  space  and  recreation  needs  and  can  get  behind  this  issue. 

Pinky  Cushner: 

She  lives  downstream  from  Laguna  Honda.  She  said,  if  the  City  grows  more  dense  in  the 
future,  what  is  the  basis  for  the  SFPUC  declaring  this  surplus  land?  Don’t  we  need  more 
water  storage  in  this  City?  The  water  is  a resource  in  Laguna  Honda  in  the  event  of  an 
earthquake.  Birds  and  insects  also  use  that  water.  She  is  disappointed  in  the  way  the 
SFPUC  has  managed  this  land.  She  said  the  SFPUC  does  not  respect  nature,  and  it  takes 
actions  without  informing  the  neighbors.  She  said  the  use  of  goats  to  clear  vegetation  on 
the  hillside  altered  the  native  plant  and  bird  population  there. 

Judy  West  (?): 

Interested  in  the  site  at  17*'’  and  Folsom  which  has  been  discussed  as  a park,  a housing 
site,  or  as  a potential  site  for  stormwater  detention.  I’m  just  curious  what  is  going  on. 

It’s  frustrating  that  you  don’t  know  where  City  Property  is.  I would  like  to  see  surplus 
properties  on  City  planning  maps. 


5.  Staff  Presentation:  Water  Quality — Review  of  chloramine  water  disinfection  and 
Water  Quality  Protection  Plan,  at  the  request  of  the  Subcommittee. 

Speakers:  Andrew  deGraca,  Water  Quality  Division,  June  Weintraub  SF  Department  of 
Public  Health 

SFPUC  staff  gave  an  informational  presentation  about  the  use  of  chloramine  as  a 
disinfectant  in  the  water  system,  an  overview  of  its  implementation,  and  SFPUC  and  the 
San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health’s  response  to  health  concerns  from  the 
public.  June  Weintraub  explained  the  California  Conference  of  Local  Health  Officers 
support  for  chloramination  and  its  recommendations  for  tracking  complaints  and 


continually  monitoring  emerging  research.  Andrew  DeGraca  explained  that  the  SFPUC 
switched  to  chloramine  in  2004  to  comply  with  Federal  regulations  for  disinfectant 
byproducts. 

6.  Presentation:  Citizens  Concerned  About  Chloramine 

Denise  Johnson-Kula  gave  a presentation  on  behalf  of  Citizens  Concerned  About 
Chloramine,  a community  group  representing  citizens  from  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
who  have  recorded  health  symptoms  which  they  attribute  to  the  use  of  chloramine  as  a 
disinfectant.  Ms.  Johnson-Kula  described  her  own  respiratory  symptoms  as  well  as 
others’  complaints  ranging  from  skin  conditions  to  digestive  problems.  She  stressed  the 
need  for  studies  to  assess  the  effects  of  chloramine  on  health. 


Public  Comment 


Beth  Nord  - CCAC  Member,  Palo  Alto; 

Ms.  Nord  was  diagnosed  with  eczema  in  November  2005,  and  in  February  2007  stopped 
using  tap  and  her  symptoms  stopped.  She  has  colleagues  who  have  had  similar 
experiences.  She  says  that  The  Blue  Death  by  Dr.  Robert  Morris  addresses  this.  She 
would  also  like  to  know  what  is  the  vehicle  for  tracking  complaints  through  the  CCLHO, 
and  which  local  health  agencies  should  the  public  speak  with? 

Claudette  Main,  Foster  City: 

Ms.  Main  has  experienced  digestive  problems  related  to  soup,  rice,  tea  or  coffee- 
anything  prepared  with  tap  water.  In  191 7,  we  used  chloramines  in  lower  concentrations 
before  we  had  studies.  The  concentrations  have  gotten  stronger  without  proper  testing. 
We  can’t  make  assumptions  this  is  safe.  Germany  and  the  EU  have  banned  it.  Canada 
has  labeled  it  toxic  because  run-off  can  kill  salmonoids.  Will  our  children  or 
grandchildren  get  asthma  or  dermatitis?  We  need  to  find  someone  to  set  up  an  unbiased 
test  before  chloramines  use  spreads  across  the  country. 

Linda  Corwin,  Vice  President  of  CCAC: 

Thank  you  for  facilitating  this  discussion.  I hopes  that  the  PUC  will  be  more  proactive  in 
getting  tests  on  the  effects  of  chloramines.  Claims  the  public  has  been  left  out  of 
communications  about  chloramines.  In  November  2006,  the  Commission  asked  the  PUC 
to  work  with  us.  But  the  November  21  report  we  found  on  the  internet  by  accident.  We 
really  would  appreciate  getting  this  information.  You  have  our  emails.  We  would  just 
like  to  know  what  is  going  on.  We  would  like  to  work  with  you,  not  against  you. 

Joel  Hoel,  CCAC: 

I don’t  really  suffer  from  symptoms  all  that  much  so  I won’t  talk  about  my  personal 
situation,  but  I do  want  to  bring  up  a number  of  issues.  You  mentioned  a gravity  fed 
system.  I don’t  understand  what  the  parameters  are.  At  the  Sunol  Plant,  you  do  filter  the 
water  from  Calaveras,  but  you  don’t  filter  the  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy?  So  you're 
saying  it  works  by  gravity  in  one  case  and  it  doesn’t  work  by  gravity  in  the  other  case? 


Also,  you  said  you  would  need  140,000  participants  to  do  an  adequate  water  quality 
study.  Where  did  you  get  that  number?  Your  water  quality  protection  plan  says  there  is 
an  emerging  taste  and  odor  problem.  The  theory  is  that  comes  from  algae  in  Crystal 
Springs  Reservoir.  The  Pulgas  Dechloramination  Facility  takes  out  the  chlorine  but  it 
doesn’t  take  out  the  nitrogen  or  the  ammonia  particle.  That  goes  into  Crystal  Springs 
Reservoir  and  that’s  one  of  the  things  the  algae  eat.  Does  the  ammonia  ever  come  out 
before  the  water  is  treated  at  Harry  Tracy? 

June  Weintraub  responded  to  the  question  about  complaint  tracking,  saying  that  the 
public  can  contact  her  or  SFPUC  Communications,  or  use  3 1 1 or  the  general  number  in 
the  Water  Quality  Report.

Jennifer  Clary,  Chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:10  p.m. 


2.  Discussion  and  possible  action  on  support  for  the  Retrofit  on  Resale  Ordinance  to  go 
before  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  Laura  Spanjian,  Assistant  General 
Manager  for  External  Affairs. 

Ms.  Spanjian  stated  that  the  ordinance  stipulated  that  when  a property  is  put  on  the 
market,  goes  through  renovation  or  conversion,  it  would  be  required  to  bring  fixtures  up 
to  current  codes  for  conservation.  It  also  requires  replacing  toilet  with  new  ones  that  use 
1 .6  gallons  or  below,  fixing  all  water  leaks,  install  faucet  aerator  and  shower  head.  For 
commercial  buildings,  the  owner  has  to  replace  urinals. 

A working  group  comprising  representatives  from  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection 
(DBI),  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  stakeholders,  and  SFPUC’s  conservation 
manager  have  met  throughout  the  summer.  A meeting  with  realtors  is  scheduled  within 
the  week. 

On  the  residential  side  of  the  legislation,  she  talked  with  the  Mayors’  Office,  Supervisor 
Sophie  Maxwell’s  office.  On  the  commercial  side,  she  brought  in  Building  Owners  and 
Managers  Association  (BOM A).  In  response  to  BOMA’s  comments,  an  amendment  to 
the  bill  will  be  put  forward  to  change  the  timing  of  the  retrofit.  The  city  plans  to  present 
the  legislation  to  the  Board  of  Supervisor  in  October. 


Questions  and  comments  from  the  Subcommittee  members  included: 

• Current  city  codes  are  not  reflective  of  state  code.  The  city  is  trying  to  update 
current  codes  so  that  everyone  will  comply  with  the  state  code.  Once  the 
legislation  goes  through  its  30-day  resting  period,  it  will  go  to  DBl’s  own 
technical  committee  for  review. 

• What  is  the  cost  of  replacement  of  fixtures  on  a new  house?  Staff  stated  this  is 
not  expensive. 

• Does  the  SFPUC  give  away  low-flow  toilets?  SFPUC  provides  rebates  for  1 .2 
gallon  efficient  toilets. 

Varni  moved  that  CAC  recommended  implementation  of  this  proposed  legislation, 
seconded  by  Hansen.  The  proposal  was  passed  unanimously 

Public  comment: 

Chuck  of  San  Francisco  Apartment  Association:  Who  should  install  these  fixtures?  The 
seller  or  the  owner?  Staff  responded  that  it  is  the  property  owner’s  responsibility  but  in 
reality  it  can  be  negotiable. 

Chuck:  What  is  DBFs  role  in  enforcement?  Staff  response:  Once  the  property  is  on  the 
market,  it  will  become  part  of  DBFs  check  list.  The  legislation  would  not  add  another 
layer  of  bureaucracy  to  the  selling  process. 

Chuck:  Any  analysis  as  to  how  long  it  would  take  recoup  the  cost  of  retrofitting  these 
fixtures?  Staff  We  not  not  have  these  numbers  at  this  time.  J.  Clary  added  that  the 
current  plumbing  code  and  requirement,  plus  the  rebates  would  reduce  water  use  per 
capita  use  and  in  that  sense  people  can  recoup  saving  quickly.

Hansen  moved.  Varni  seconded.  Approved.

5.  Debate  regarding  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  development  of  recycled  w ater  in  the 
SFPUC  water  system  as  part  of  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program,  Jennifer 
Clary  and  Bob  Varni. 

Varni:  The  29  suburban  customers  don’t  use  up  the  amount  the  city  allocates  to  them  and 
therefore  there  is  plenty  of  water  for  San  Francisco  residents.  The  city’s  conservation 
effort  will  cost  10  times  more  than  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water.  It’s  fair  to  San  Francisco  to 
share  equal  amount  and  if  the  suburban  customers  want  to  recycle  water,  let  them  pay 
their  fair  share. 

San  Francisco  uses  245  to  265  million  gallons  per  day  (mgd).  He  was  told  that  in  the 
process  of  transmitting  the  water,  the  city  loses  9 to  10  percent  of  the  water,  meaning  25 
mgd.  So  the  city  is  left  with  240  mgd. 


The  city  commits  184  mgd  to  its  29  suburban  wholesale  customers.  That  means  the  city  is 
left  with  56  mgd  for  its  800,000  residents.  The  29  suburban  customers  only  use  about  172 
mgd.  We  can  add  12  mgd  to  San  Francisco  and  therefore  each  San  Francisco  residents 
can  get  58  gallons  a day.  When  we  deliver  1 84  mgd  to  1 .6  million  suburban  customers, 
they  will  get  1 1 5 million  gallons  per  day. 

Clary:  Water  loss  is  not  calculated  off  the  top.  It’s  lost  throughout  the  system.  The  1 84 
mgd  is  not  accurate.  Their  loss  is  the  same  as  ours.  San  Franciscans  use  90  million 
gallons  a day.  It’s  correct  that  the  city  needs  to  put  in  additional  belt-tightening  for 
regional  customers.  They  need  to  tighten  up  their  use  of  312  gallons  per  capita  a day  for 
Hillsborough  as  opposed  to  61  gallons  for  San  Francisco  residents. 

Also,  water  use  increases  as  you  go  south  when  the  weather  gets  warmer.  Therefore  she 
is  not  sure  if  someone  in  Mountain  View  has  to  have  the  same  amount  of  water  as  those 
in  San  Francisco  but  it’s  reasonable  to  ask  the  southern  neighbor  to  take  equivalent 
measures  in  adjusting  their  water  use. 

Overall,  San  Francisco  is  in  a precarious  position  because  85  percent  of  their  water  comes 
from  a river  on  which  it  holds  junior  water  right  and  it  wholly  depends  on  storage  to  get 
us  through.  We  need  to  diversify  our  water  supply,  plan  ahead,  and  not  wait  until  an 
emergency  occurs.  It  takes  ten  years  to  get  new  supply  from  the  capitol  Investment.  It  is 
great  that  San  Francisco  spends  $4  billion  to  upgrade  the  system  that  has  great  quality  but 
the  idea  that  we  can  rely  on  85  percent  of  our  supply  is  questionable.  Climate  change  will 
impact  the  Hetch  Hetchy  system  because  of  high  altitude. 

Even  if  regional  customers  cut  down  to  58  gallons  per  person  per  day,  we  still  have  to 
rely  on  a single  source  of  water  supply. 

Conservation  is  the  best  option.  You  use  less  of  what  you  have,  just  as  you  would  in 
saving  money,  energy  or  gas.  It’s  also  the  least  expensive  option.  It  reduces  the  carbon 
footprint  because  you  spend  less  money  on  treating,  pumping,  and  heating.  The  WSlP's  4 
million  gallons  potential  is  doable  estimate. 

On  ground  water  - Before  Hetch  Hetchy,  we  forget  we  used  to  get  8 million  gallons  a day 
from  San  Francisco  groundwater.  East  and  west  sides.  There’s  a slight  increase  in  carbon 
footprint  because  you  have  to  pump  water  from  the  well  and  do  treatment.  It  is  not  the 
same  quality  as  Hetch  Hetchy  water  but  there’s  good  supply  of  it. 

On  storm  water:  It  is  pollution  prevention  program  and  has  limited  supply.  It  reduces  the 
carbon  footprint.  The  more  you  treat  wastewater,  the  less  pollution  you  put  into  the  bay. 

It  creates  fewer  overflows  that  go  into  the  ocean.  There’s  no  research  on  cost  or  how 
much  we  can  get.  SFPUC  only  has  a small  program  for  recharging  the  aquifer  with  storm 
water,  which  is  the  storm  water  treatment  at  Lake  Merced  that  is  being  planned. 

On  Grey  water  -It  reduces  the  carbon  footprint.  The  advantage  is  that  it  alleviates 
treatment  plant’s  work  but  the  quantity  is  unknown.  It  has  more  potential  than  storm 
water  in  terms  of  expanding  supply.  It  is  another  form  of  conservation. 


On  recycled  water  - This  is  a drought  tool  by  using  the  same  supply.  The  draw  back  is 
that  the  west  side  plan  is  all  landscaping.  It  helps  to  irrigate  city  properties.  It  can  be 
expensive.  It’s  about  $3,000  acre  foot. 

Her  estimate  is  5 million  gallons  a day  in  recycled  water,  half  on  west  and  half  on  east, 
which  is  part  of  the  wastewater  master  plan. 

Desalination  - SFPUC  is  working  in  concert  with  other  bay  area  agencies  to  build  a 
desalination  plant  in  the  East  Bay.  You  can  get  potable  water  and  drinking  water.  There’s 
no  need  to  build  extra  pipe.  It  is  energy  intensive  and  the  cost  is  high.  It  is  about  5 percent 
in  WSIP’s  cost,  which  is  reasonable  cost  in  strengthening  our  system  against  drought. 

She’d  like  to  increase  the  level  of  treatment  in  the  west  side,  which  is  tightly  spaced. 
Golden  Gate  Park  and  Lincoln  Park  and  some  spaces  around  of  Lake  Merced  are 
expected  to  be  the  main  users  of  recycled  water.  Should  also  look  at  the  purple  piping 
ordinance  and  what  the  future  of  recycle  looks  like.  SFPUC  should  start  looking  at  the 
potentials  of  these  alternatives. 

Vami:  He  does  not  support  300  gallons  of  water  a day  for  a Hillsborough  resident,  versus 
50  gallons  for  someone  in  the  Mission  district,  who  is  barely  making  a living.  We  need  a 
more  fair  way  of  distribution. 

Clary;  Current  water  contract  and  water  rights  conflict  with  what  is  the  right  thing  to  do. 
The  current  contract  with  the  suburban  customers  is  the  result  of  a legal  settlement  and 
it’s  unlikely  that  SFPUC  will  ever  succeed  in  reducing  the  allocation  for  the  customers  to 
less  than  1 84  million  gallons  of  water  a day.  What  SFPUC  can  do  is  to  make  sure  it  won't 
go  beyond  that  limit.  SFPUC  may  consider  a rate-tier  structure  for  regional  customers. 

Art  Jensen  should  be  here  to  make  this  a fair  conversation. 

Hansen  shared  Clary’s  view  on  water  conservation  and  SFPUC  should  diversify  its  water 
supply,  given  the  impact  of  climate  change  and  increasing  world  population. 

Public  Comments: 

Joan  Girardot  of  Coalition  for  San  Francisco  Neighborhood  - There’s  a legal  problem 
with  master  sales  agreement.  Clary’s  argument  on  global  warming  basically  is  the  same 
argument  on  future  growth.  Also  city’s  policy  on  development  is  inconsistent.  Conserve 
61.19  gallons  a day  for  San  Francisco  residents  per  day  is  the  lowest  of  any  of  the  city’s 
customers.  (Clary  pointed  out  that  Daly  City  and  Palo  Alto  have  lower  numbers.)  Joan 
said  San  Francisco  s already  1 2 percent  below  EPA  numbers. 

West  side  project  beneficiaries  are  golf  courses,  the  zoo,  landscaping  along  median 
stripes  and  parks.  Homeowners  are  paying  the  bills  and  do  not  get  to  use  the  water.  They 
are  already  paying  the  $4.4  billion  for  WSIP  up  front,  another  $4  billion  for  wastewater 
master  plan,  plus  recycle  projects.  It  is  imprudent  at  this  time.  It  is  asking  too  much  for 
the  families  to  pay  for  all  of  these  projects.  It’s  nice  to  have  lobbyist  for  the  suburbs  but 
SFPUC  has  to  look  after  its  own  customers  first  and  foremost.  It's  the  families  who  pay 
for  the  system. 


Clary:  To  be  fair,  a big  part  of  the  Peninsula  customers  pay  for  the  system  as  well. 
Fairness  issue  trumps  supply  issue. 

Ms.  Girardot  - There  is  adequate  conservation  effort  but  at  the  same  time  there’s  a need 
to  address  population  growth. 

Clary  - There’s  not  a huge  population  growth  in  the  Bay  Area.  Changing  the  plumbing 
code  can  offset  that. 

There  was  no  recommendation  on  recycled  water

Resolution  on  Chloramine  Disinfection 

Submitted  to  the  Water  Subcommittee  on  October  22,  2008 

WHEREAS,  disinfection  of  public  water  supplies  is  acknowledged  to  be  one  of  the  most 
significant  public  health  accomplishments  of  all  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  since  February  of  2004  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC)  has  used  chloramine  as  the  secondary  disinfectant  for  drinking  water;  and 

WHEREAS,  since  February  of  2004,  several  hundred  customers  of  SFPUC 
chloraminated  water  have  reported  adverse  health  effects  including  rashes,  respiratory 
problems  and  digestive  problems;  and 

WHEREAS,  no  agency,  including  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
(USEPA),  has  done  scientific  studies  to  determine  whether  chloramine,  when  used  as  a 
residual  disinfectant,  might  cause  adverse  skin,  respiratory,  or  digestive  effects;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  have  not  been  epidemiological  or  other  scientific  studies  on  the  human 
health  effects  of  chloramine,  particularly  in  terms  of  dermal,  respiratory,  and  digestive 
effects,  even  as  the  use  of  chloramine  for  residual  disinfection  in  increasing  in  the  United 
States;  and 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  SFPUC  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  urges  the  SFPUC  and 
the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Health  (SFDPH)  to  petition  the  United  States 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  (USEPA)  to  conduct  scientific  testing  of  the 
immediate,  acute,  and  long-term  health  effects  of  chloramine  and  other  practical 
alternatives  such  as  chlorine  dioxide,  when  used  as  used  as  a residual  water  disinfectant.

1.  Call  to  Order 

The  Meeting  was  called. to  order  at  5:05  p.m. 

2.  Staff  Presentation:  Water  Supply  and  Treatment  Maintenance  Program 

Speakers'.  David  Briggs,  Water  Enterprise  and  Kent  Nelson,  Operations  and  Maintenance 
Manager 

David  Briggs  gave  a presentation  on  the  Regional  Water  System  and  its  general  operations. 
He  discussed  elements  of  the  maintenance  program,  including  equipment  inventory, 
condition  assessment  of  facilities,  engineering  review,  and  analysis.  He  also  talked  about  key 
performance  indicators  for  the  system  and  future  plans  for  areas  of  improvement.  Finally,  he 
discussed  how  the  WSIP  program  would  affect  Operations  and  Maintenance  overall. 

Committee  Member  Comments  (This  represents  a general  summary  of  the  questions  and 
comments  following  the  presentation) 

Committee  members  asked: 

• What  is  the  major  cause  of  pipeline  leaks?  Will  the  new  pipelines  be  corrosion 
resistant?  Answer:  Corrosion,  the  age  of  pipelines,  and  accidents  all  contribute  to 
leaks.  We  are  putting  additional  efforts  and  money  into  our  corrosion  protection 
program. 

• After  the  WSIP  is  completed  what  is  the  percentage  increase  in  redundancy? 


Answer:  By  mile,  we  have  no  redundancy  in  approximately  5%  of  the  system  (mainly 
tunnels).  After  the  WSIP  that  may  drop  down  to  3 or  4%.  Most  water  systems  do  not  even 
come  close  to  that. 

• How  does  seismic  recovery  play  into  your  maintenance  program?  Answer:  Seismic 
response  is  a large  component  of  Operations’  work,  and  we  have  emergency  pipeline 
stored  at  strategic  locations  throughout  the  system. 

• What  is  the  percentage  of  planned  vs.  unplanned  outages? 

Answer:  Typically  the  percentage  of  planned  vs.  unplanned  outages  is  about  75%  to  25%. 

• What  amount  should  be  invested  each  year  in  maintenance?  Answer:  We  are 
building  into  the  rate  structure  for  the  WSIP  to  support  higher  Operating  costs  based 
on  the  new  projects  and  the  levels  of  risk  we’re  willing  to  assume. 

Action  Item:  The  Committee  suggested  crafting  a resolution  to  reinforce  the  importance 
of  the  budget  process  to  address  corrosion. 

Public  Comment  on  the  Presentation 

Linda  Corwin: 

What  will  you  use  for  algae  control? 

David  Briggs  responded  that  we’re  looking  at  nutrient  loading,  withdrawing  water  from 
different  elevations  to  operate  around  the  algae,  and  hydrogen  peroxide  based  algaecides, 
which  have  no  environmental  byproducts. 

Beth  Nord: 

You  mentioned  steel  pipes.  What  other  materials  are  used?  How  are  the  segments  attached 
together? 

David  Briggs  explained  the  different  pipe  materials  SFPUC  uses,  including  pre-stressed 
concrete,  re-stressed  concrete,  ductile  iron,  cast  iron,  and  steel.  Most  pipes  are  steel;  some 
are  bell  and  spigot,  some  are  welded.  Ball  joints  are  used  for  fault  crossings.

WHEREAS,  disinfection  of  public  water  supplies  is  acknowledged  to  be  one  of  the  most  significant 
public  health  accomplishments  of  all  time;  and 

WHEREAS,  since  February  of  2004  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  has  used 
chloramine  as  the  secondary  disinfectant  for  drinking  water;  and 


WHEREAS,  since  February  of  2004,  several  hundred  customers  of  SFPUC  chloraminated  water  have 
reported  adverse  human  health  effects  including  rashes,  respiratory  problems  and  digestive  problems; 
and 

WHEREAS,  no  agency,  including  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (USEPA),  has 
done  scientific  studies  to  determine  whether  chloramine,  when  used  as  a residual  disinfectant,  might

WHEREAS,  there  have  not  been  epidemiological  or  other  scientific  studies  on  the  dermal,  respiratory,

1.  Call  to  Order 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:20pm. 

Chair  Clary  announced  new  Water  Subcommittee  members  Doug  Cain  and  Walt  Farrell. 

Cain  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  a presidential  nominee  and  Farrell 
was  appointed  by  Supervisor  FJsbemd. 

2.  Approval  of  minutes  from  the  November  19,  2008  meeting. 

Minutes  were  approved. 

3.  Public  comment  - matters  within  subcommittee’s  scope  - not  on  today’s  agenda. 

No  public  comment. 

4.  Staff  presentation:  Water  Enterprise  Budget  - Michael  Carlin  - SFPUC  DepuH 
General  Manager. 

Michael  Carlin  gave  a presentation  on  the  Water  Enterprise  Fiscal  Year  09-10  Budget. 

He  provided  an  overview  of  the  Water  Enterprise,  explaining  the  roles  of  Hetch  Hetchy 
Water  and  Power,  the  Water  Department,  Water  Supply  and  Treatment,  Water  Quality, 
Natural  Resources  and  Land  Management  and  Water  Resources. 
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Carlin  provided  statistics  on  the  City  Distribution  Division  budget,  employees  and  their 
role  in  overseeing  retail  water  in  San  Francisco,  maintaining  and  repairing  1 100  miles  of 
distribution  pipes,  100  miles  of  transmission  pipes,  city  reservoirs  and  pump  stations  and 
right  of  ways.  San  Francisco  has  about  15,000  valves  that  can  move  water  around  during 
a water  pipe  break. 

He  explained  the  system  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  all  the  way  to  San  Francisco.  Peak 
water  usage  during  summer  is  about  400  million  (plus)  gallons  per  day.  On  a cool  winter 
day  with  usage  down,  water  use  is  about  230  million  gallons  per  day.  We’ve  built 
interties  through  Hayward  with  East  Bay  MUD  and  one  with  Santa  Clara  Valley  Water 
District  in  Milpitas  so  we  can  pass  water  back  and  forth  during  a disaster. 

The  fiscal  year  08-09  base  budget  for  the  Water  Department  was  $304.2  million,  the 
fiscal  year  09-10  base  budget  will  be  $341.1  million.  He  provided  data  on  use  of  funds 
so  CAC  members  can  understand  how  the  money  is  used  and  he  showed  the  sources  of 
funds,  including  sale  of  water. 

Farrell  commented  there  is  an  1 1 or  12%  increase  between  the  two  fiscal  year  budgets. 
Michael  stated  a big  part  of  the  increase  in  fiscal  year  09-10  is  the  second  phase  of  a 
project  for  automated  meter  reading  infrastructure  in  San  Francisco.  The  second  year  cost 
is  about  $28  million,  total  project  cost  is  about  $60  million.  Our  goal  is  to  replace  all  the 
meters  in  San  Francisco  and  have  them  equipped  with  automatic  devices  that  will  upload 
information  four  times  a day  to  a centralize  computer  system  that  will  allow  us  to  detect 
leaks,  high  use,  etc.  It  will  allow  early  leak  detection  and  we  can  place  devices  inside  the 
street  or  valve  covers  to  listen  and  check  for  leaks.  People  will  also  be  able  to  view  their 
accounts  online. 

Chair  Clary  asked  if  the  Water  Department  will  then  switch  to  a monthly  bill.  Michael 
confirmed  a monthly  bill  is  planned. 

Key  priorities  for  the  Water  Enterprise  for  fiscal  year  09-10  are:  The  Water  System 
Improvement  Program,  Watersheds  Environmental  Improvement  Program,  Wholesale 
Water  Sales  Agreement,  Asset  Management,  Water  Supply  Diversification,  Maintenance 
Plarming  and  Tracking,  Water  Efficiency,  SCADA  (Supervisory  Control  and  Data 
Acquisition)  and  Advanced  ‘Smart’  Meter  Infrastructure. 

Hansen  asked  if  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  is  on  schedule  or  behind. 
Michael  stated  we  are  ahead  of  schedule  in  the  City  and  we  are  catching  up  on  the 
regional  project  schedule  and  we  hope  to  accelerate  on  some  of  the  larger  projects. 

Chair  Clary  asked  how  far  along  SCADA  is?  Michael  stated  it  will  still  be  a while  before 
it  is  in  use.  Michael  stated  he  hopes  to  have  a central  control  center  soon. 

Michael  discussed  plaimed  versus  unplanned  work  orders.  Unplanned  maintenance 
should  decrease  over  time  as  infrastructure  is  replaced  through  planned  work  orders.  We 


have  maintenance  planning  managers  and  schedulers  who  ‘resource-load’  the  jobs  so  we 
know  how  many  plumbers,  electricians,  etc.  we  will  need. 

Chair  Clary  asked  what  the  budget  is  for  pipe  replacement.  Carlin  stated  the  majority  of 
the  local  budget  is  for  pipe  replacement.  He  stated  it  costs  almost  $1.5  million  per  mile 
in  the  City  and  we  usually  install  8 to  10  miles  of  pipe  per  year.  Cain  asked  how  many 
miles  we  need  to  replace.  Carlin  stated  we  have  about  100  miles  of  pipes  to  replace  and 
we  focus  on  sensitive  ground  areas  where  there  are  aging  pipes.  We  are  using  ductile 
iron  which  is  better  and  more  flexible  in  an  earthquake.  We  are  also  adding  cathodic 
protection  stations  in  San  Francisco  so  we  can  run  an  electrical  current  in  the  pipes  to 
decrease  corrosion.  We  are  using  our  own  City  crews  to  replace  pipe  instead  of  hiring 
contractors. 

Cain  questioned  whether  or  not  the  Water  Department  can  meet  its  priorities,  especially 
with  replacement  of  aging  pipes.  Carlin  stated  circumstances  are  allowing  for 
replacement  at  current  schedule. 

Hansen  asked  who  is  monitoring  the  SFPUC’s  disaster  plan?  Carlin  stated  we  have  a 
complete  emergency  response  and  recovering  plan  using  the  Incident  Command  Structure 
that  prepares  us  for  any  type  of  disaster.  In  the  event  of  an  earthquake,  we  open  our 
operations  center,  we  open  our  regional  centers  and  the  City  has  the  main  Emergency 
Center  on  Turk  Street.  We  can  transfer  emergency  personnel  or  equipment  to  different 
sites  as  needed. 

Policy  issues  for  the  fiscal  year  09-10  are: 

New  Wholesale  Water  Service  Agreement,  San  Francisco  Recycled  Water,  Water 
Conservation/Landscape  Management,  Steelhead  and  others  and  climate  ehange. 

5.  Gray  Water  Presentation:  Molly  Petrick 

Molly  Petrick  began  with  a definition  of  gray  water.  Gray  water  is  reused  water  fi-om 
residential  sinks  or  bathtubs  or  washing  machines  - but  not  kitchen  sinks  as  it  cannot 
contain  food  - that  is  reused  to  flush  toilets  or  irrigate  a yard.  Currently  the  State  of 
California  allows  for  use  of  gray  water  in  subsurface  irrigation  but  City  & County  of  San 
Francisco  code  does  not  support  it  at  this  time. 

Cain  commented  that  the  technology  is  ahead  of  our  codes.  There  needs  to  be  catch  up 
on  a legal  basis. 

Farrell  asked  how  the  gray  water  is  used.  Molly  stated  it  is  recycled  and  helps  reduce  use 
of  potable  water.  Gray  water  is  a source  of  irrigation  or  for  use  flushing  toilets  and  it 
needs  permitting  and  a separate  pipe  system  in  a home  or  business. 

A workgroup  has  been  set  up  with  people  from  water,  wastewater.  Public  Health, 
Department  of  Building  Inspection  and  others  to  figure  out  what  eodes  need  to  be 
changed  in  the  City  to  allow  us  to  permit  gray  water.  The  main  goal  is  to  be  able  to  use 


these  systems  for  irrigation.  Statewide  we  have  helped  sponsor  standards  for  use  of  gray 
water  indoors  but  there  is  no  standard  on  the  state  level  yet.  SB  1258  is  the  legislation 
that  directed  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to  develop 
standards  to  update  the  California  plumbing  code.  At  first  glance  it  is  very  restrictive. 
We  will  comment  on  the  draft  standards  proposed. 

Molly  suggested  we  consider  a letter  from  SFPUC,  CAC  and  other  boards  to  show 
support  of  gray  water. 

6.  Announcements 

Jensen  stated  that  if  there  is  a drought  and  we  have  to  ration  water,  there  are  agreements 
in  place  between  wholesalers  and  San  Francisco  to  determine  how  the  limited  supply  of 
water  will  be  used.  For  example,  if  San  Francisco  needs  a 15%  reduction  system  wide, 
the  wholesale  customers  have  to  cut  back  an  average  of  25%.  If  the  system  wide 
shortage  is  20%,  the  wholesalers  need  to  cut  back  an  average  of  30%.  If  there  is  a 
drought,  wholesalers  have  to  cut  back  more  than  San  Francisco.  These  are  averages. 
Some  agencies  have  to  cut  back  more  than  others,  some  as  high  as  40%. 

Cain  stated  that  if  there  is  a cutback  and  rates  go  up,  people  are  going  to  want  more 
information.  There  will  be  calls  for  investigations.  With  30%  rate  increases  over  two 
years,  the  public  will  scrutinize  closely.

1. Call  to  order 

Several  of  the  members  arrived  late.  Quorum  was  achieved  and  the  meeting  was  officially 
called  to  order  at  5:30pm. 

2.  Approval  of  minutes  from  May  18,  2009  meeting 

Minutes  were  approved. 

3.  Public  comment-matters  within  Subcommittee’s  scope,  not  on  today’s  agenda. 

No  public  comment. 

4.  Staff  Presentation:  Overview  of  SFPUC’s  Water  System,  from  Hetch  Hetchy  to  San 
Francisco.  Paul  Mazza,  SFPUC  Manager  of  Program  Development  Coordination. 

The  Power  Point  presentation  started  with  the  historical  background  on  San  Francisco’s  water 
supply,  dating  back  to  the  Gold  Rush  days  when  water  was  sold  under  private  control  by 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  to  the  advent  and  design  of  the  modern  Hetch  Hetchy  system. 
Today’s  system  brings  water  167  miles  across  the  State  by  gravity  to  2.5  million  people  in  the 
Bay  Area. 

In  its  early  days  of  development,  Mr.  Mazza  said  the  Hetch  Hetchy’s  system  saw  its  planning 
stage  in  1915  followed  by  construction  almost  non-stop  up  to  1934.  Now  the  on-going 
construction  under  the  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP),  also  at  full  steam,  is  the 
first  massive  overhaul  of  the  system  since  the  1930’s.  He  pointed  out  that  some  of  the  cross- 


over  redundancy  pipelines  being  built  as  part  of  WSIP  are  critical  to  maintenance  as  the 
system  cannot  afford  to  shut  down  a pipeline  for  months  just  for  inspection. 

The  presentation  covered  a wide  range  of  subjects:  the  major  players  who  were  instrumental 
in  building  the  system,  how  some  of  the  key  facilities  work  to  deliver  water  to  the  ratepayers 
and  how  the  SFPUC  protects  water  quality,  security  in  the  post-91 1 era,  the  Right  of  Way 
issue  of  striking  a balance  between  property  rights  and  encroachment,  and  water  rights  of  and 
obligation  to  the  Turlock-Modesto  Irrigation  District  under  the  Raker  Act.  He  also  pointed 
out  that  the  earthquake  problem  is  not  that  the  only  issue  that  the  water  delivery  system  is 
facing.  Many  senior  staff  are  about  to  retire  and  when  they  do,  SFPUC  will  lose  valuable 
institutional  memory  about  the  system  and  its  operations. 

The  following  questions  were  asked  by  Subcommittee  members: 

How  does  the  bad  economy  affects  WSIP  cost  over-run? 

Mr.  Mazza  said  while  some  projects  invariably  may  cost  more  than  the  original  estimates,  the 
present  economy  actually  benefits  the  WSIP.  Overall  WSIP  cost  is  some  30%  below  estimate, 
he  said.  For  example  the  cost  of  steel  is  now  over-estimated.  So  are  many  other  items.

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6.  2011  Retail  Water  Conservation  Plan  - Julie  Ortiz

Conservation  Plan.

Evaluation  criteria  include:  cost  effectiveness,  water  savings,  market 
opportunity,  customer  interest,  etc.  Results  of  Evaluation:  Modified 
savings  assumptions  for  some  measures,  modified  costs  for  some 
measures,  eliminated  and  added  some  measures. 


Conservation  Measures  included:  single  family,  multi-family  and  non-  • 

residential  programs.  Programs  not  accounted  for  in  model:  technical 


consultation,  education  programs,  gray  water  and  rainwater,  irrigation 
ordinance,  automated  water  meter,  municipal  partnerships,  etc. 

Estimated  Annual  Water  Savings;  for  2018,  5 MGD  (from  three  broad 
sectors  - single  family,  multi-family  and  non-residential),  and  in  2035, 
6 MGD.  More  of  the  savings  are  attributed  to  active  conservation. 

Doug  Cain  asked  about  population  projections  used  in  the  study. 

Julie  and  Molly  stated  sources  are  from  ABAG  for  2009  for  future, 
current  was  based  on  California  Department  of  Finance. 

Art  asked  if  the  City  considered  sub-metering  in  the  future.  Julie 
stated  in  the  2004  model,  it  included  existing  and  new  buildings,  with 
the  assumption  that  new  construction  will  be  built  to  code.  However, 
they  did  not  model  sub-metering  of  existing  or  new  buildings. 

Doug  asked  if  the  SFPUC  has  conservation  programs  for  non- 
residential  accounts.  Staff  clarified  that  there  were  several 
conservation  programs  for  commercial  and  business  accounts. 
Jennifer  noted  the  diversity  of  types  of  businesses  makes  it  difficult  to 
project  commercial  water  use  and  conservation.  She  suggested 
breaking  down  the  non-residential  sector  so  it  would  be  possible  to 
know  which  business  areas  are  doing  better  than  others. 

7.  Urban  Water  Management  Plan  - Paula  Kehoe  and  Molly 
Petrick 

The  draft  2010  Urban  Water  Management  Plan  presents  SFPUC 
supply  and  demand  projections  through  2035.  It  includes  retail  and 
wholesale  customer  projections  and  key  changes  between  2009  and 
2010.  Includes  updated  retail  demand  projections  such  as  change  in 
population,  housing,  employment,  decrease  in  jobs,  water  loss,  etc. 
Shows  a projected  total  savings  potential  of  5 MGD  by  2018  and  6 
MGD  by  2035  from  active  conservation. 

Under  current  analysis,  no  greater  than  20%  system-wide  reduction 
in  any  one  year.  Retail  per  capita  water  use  is  in  compliance  with  the 
Water  Conservation  Act  of  2009.  Wholesale  customer  demands 
exceed  supply  in  future  dry  years  assuming  265  MGD  supply 
limitation  extended  to  2035.  Supply  is  sufficient  to  meet  retail 
customer  demands  under  all  conditions.  Public  review  period  of  draft 
Urban  Water  Management  Plan  ended  May  27,  201 1 . 

Walt  Farrell  asked  if  we  could  not  accommodate  water  demand  if  not 
for  conservation  program.  Molly  stated  we  are  developing  ground 
water,  recycled  water  programs  and  conservation  helps  us  keep  our 
water  supply  goals.  Conservation  is  part  of  it  but  on  top  of  it  we  are 
developing  other  sources.  Art  stated  we  would  be  encouraging 
conservation  even  if  our  demand  was  not  increasing.  On  the 
wholesale  side,  the  wholesale  agencies  create  their  own  plans  and 
work  with  SFPUC  to  finalize. 


Jennifer  stated  it  would  be  great  if  there  was  a model  of  the  purple 
piping  buildings  in  the  plan.  How  do  you  incorporate  it  into  the  plan? 
Molly  stated  we  are  actively  working  on  it  but  we  do  not  include  it 
supply  yet.  Paula  stated  the  East  Side  is  approximately  2 million 
gallons  per  year.  Molly  stated  we  would  like  to  include  non-potable 
sources  in  future.  Jennifer  stated  even  if  yield  is  not  included,  it 
should  be  stated  that  it  will  be  a significant  portion  in  the  future. 

8.  Discussion  of  recommendations  for  Commission’s  July 
planning  retreat 

Jennifer  wants  an  outline  of  a motion  for  an  action  item  in  June. 

Paula  stated  the  event  (retreat)  has  been  moved  to  August. 

Two  questions  include  sub-metering  and  water  neutral  development 
to  cover  hook-up  fees  and  something  specific  on  climate  change. 

Art  said  he  would  like  to  see  the  commission  routinely  ask  who  would 
benefit  from  projects  and  activities,  who  would  pay  the  costs,  and 
what  the  impact  on  typical  water  bills  would  be  if  the  project  or 
activity  were  approved.  Art  also  said  a prior  retreat  discussion 
focused  on  measuring  organizational  performance  in  comparison  to 
other  utilities.  He  said  it  would  be  more  appropriate  to  ask  water  rate 
payers  if  they  thought  the  SFPUC  was  doing  a good  job.  He  noted 
one  potential  downside  is  that  agency  investments  in  public  outreach 
can  be  recast  as  attempts  to  engineer  public  perception. 

Doug  Cain  stated  he  is  concerned  about  ROI,  deficit  spending  and 
bond  funding. 

Jennifer  also  mentioned  the  need  for  an  asset  management  program.

Water  conservation  and  New  Development 

Approved  by  the  Water  Subcommittee,  as  revised  on  June  20,  201 1 

Whereas,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  embarked 
on  an  aggressive  program  to  increase  water  conservation  in  its  retail 
service  area  in  order  to  satisfy  future  water  demands; 

Whereas,  some  portion  of  the  water  conserved  through  this  program  will 
be  used  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  new  development; 

Whereas,  the  SFPUC  is  investing  more  than  $5million  per  year  on  this 
program,  a cost  borne  by  current  ratepayers; 

Whereas,  a significant  portion  of  the  SFPUC’s  residential  customers  live 
in  multi-unit  housing  and  do  not  receive  a water  bill,  which  provides  a 
significant  conservation  incentive; 

Whereas,  most  new  development  in  San  Francisco  is  multi-unit 
construction; 

Therefore  be  it  Resolved,  that  the  SFPUC  Citizens’  Advisory  Committee 
urges  the  Commission  to  adopt  and  a “water  neutral”  development 
policy,  whereby  new  developments  would  offset  their  projected  net  water 
use  by  funding  SFPUC  conservation  efforts  that  would  save  an  amount 
equivalent  to  that  net  water  use; 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  that  the  CAC  urges  the  Commission  to  require 
that  new  multi-unit  buildings  be  individually  metered  or  submetered  for 
water  use,  and  that  the  Commission  direct  staff  to  work  with  City 
agencies  and  public  stakeholders  to  develop  a functional  program; 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  that  the  SFPUC  take  the  necessary  steps  with 
the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  ensure  that  these  policies  are 
incorporated  into  the  appropriate  City  codes. 


8.  Resolution  Calling  for  Making  Climate  Change  Studies  Public 
in  Both  Draft  and  Final  Forms 

Chair  Clary  pointed  out  that  the  proposed  resolution  was  a more 
detailed  version  of  a previous  resolution  adopted  by  the  committee 
the  previous  year.  Members  discussed  the  advisability  of  spending 
more  money  on  process,  concerns  about  actual  returns  on  an 
investment,  and  the  need  for  more  detail  on  what  is  being  funded  and 
the  results. 

The  members  agreed  to  postpone  approval  until  the  next  meeting, 
pending  revision  of  the  proposed  resolution. 

9.  Cost/Benefit  Analysis  for  Policies  Adopted  by  the 
Commission 

The  members  discussed  measuring  returns  on  investments-- 
including  costs  of  alternative  water  sources  and  who  pays  for  them.  It 
was  suggested  that  these  were  the  types  of  questions  the 
commissioners,  as  appointed  representatives  of  the  people,  should 
be  asking. 

In  a consideration  of  whether  the  PUC  was  being  asked  to  fund 
activities  that  were  inappropriate-such  as  street-sweeping,  tree 
maintenance.  Civic  Center  beautification  projects,  and  opera  house 
solar  panels — the  members  discussed  means  of  measuring  other 
benefits,  the  PUC’s  environmental  mission,  and  the 
acknowledgement  that  certain  benefits,  such  as  those  with 
environmental  significance,  are  less  measurable  than  dollar  impacts 
on  rate-payers. 

The  members  agreed  to  defer  approval  of  the  proposed  resolution 
until  the  next  meeting,  pending  revision. 


10.  Capital  Financing 

The  members  and  Karen  Donovan  discussed  member  Doug  Cain’s 
concerns  that  the  PUC’s  bonded  indebtedness  was  too  high,  his 
request  that  the  agency  establish  a capital  reserve,  the  previous  staff 
response  that  short-term  debt  was  cheaper  than  capital  reserve,  and 
the  utility  of  a renewed  resolution  on  the  subject  unless  things  had 
changed.  The  members  agreed  to  ask  Mr.  Cain  to  flesh  out  his 
concerns  in  writing  so  that  they  could  be  addressed  in  a future  staff 
presentation  on  capital  financing  and  the  10-year  capital  plan,  to  be 
given  possibly  in  September.

5.  Staff  announcements/updates  - 
Suzanne  Gautier  made  the  following  announcements: 

The  draft  Lake  Merced  MOU  is  undergoing  revisions  based  on  staff  and 
community  input.  Significant  points  will  include  the  stronger  role  of  the  SFPUC 
and  the  use  of  generated  revenues  for  the  restoration  of  Lake  Merced  rather  than 
the  Red/Park  General  Fund.  The  completed  draft  will  be  shared  with  interested 
CAC  members. 

Informational  open  houses  to  introduce  the  community  to  the  Eastside  Recycled 
Water  Project,  and  recycled  water  generally  will  be  held  on  November  15  and  17 
at  two  different  sites.  The  content  for  each  will  be  the  same.  Ms.  Gautier  asked 
the  members  to  get  the  word  out  to  their  own  friends,  colleagues,  and  neighbors. 
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The  Calaveras  Dam  groundbreaking  event  launched  the  largest  undertaking  of 
the  WSIP  program.  The  project  will  allow  the  reservoir  capacity  to  be  returned  to 
its  original  level. 

6.  Financing  the  Water  Enterprise 

Crispin  Hollings,  PUC  Financial  Planning  Director,  gave  a presentation  on  WSIP  bond 
funding  and  impacts  on  rates.  He  distinguished  between  bond  funding  for  non-WSIP 
capital  projects  and  bond  funding  for  the  WSIP  program,  and  said  that  debt  service 
related  to  bond  funding  of  Non-WSIP  capital  projects  was  fairly  consistent.  The  2002 
Proposition  A voter  guide  suggested  that  the  Proposition  A “bond  amount  represents 
increases  ranging  between  5%  and  12%  annually  between  2003  and  2015  in  water 
rates  for  San  Francisco  consumers.”  For  the  average  single  family  residential  service 
in  San  Francisco  this  cost  is  equivalent  to  an  increase  of  approximately  $26.42  per 
month  above  the  current  rate  of  $14.43  per  month  for  a total  of  $40.85  by  2015.  The 
current  projection  for  FE  2015  would  be  $42.89.  However  this  includes  1%  to  2% 
inflation  for  operations  and  maintenance  costs,  which  were  not  represented  in  the 
$40.85  amount  quoted  in  the  voter  guide. 

Mr.  Hollings  said  that  the  10-year  CIP  impacts  on  a single  family  residence  water  bill 
results  in  an  average  annual  amount  of  roughly  $5  for  bond-funded  projects  and  $5 
for  cash-funded  projects. 

In  discussion,  members  expressed  concern  about  the  amount  of  money  spent  for 
historical  preservation,  and  pushing  for  more  bond  financing  for  projects  that  should 
be  funded  on  an  asset  management  level.  It  was  also  asked  if  Finance  distinguished 
between  what  the  Commission  can  afford  to  do  with  cash  funding  versus  bond 
funding. 

Mr.  Hollings  said  that  cash  flow  management  could  affect  whether  to  fund  certain 
projects  with  cash  or  debts.  Citing  the  smart  meter  as  an  example,  he  said  that 
building  up  reserves  to  cash  fund  the  project  could  have  delayed  it.  Since  costs  may 
increase  over  time,  bond  financing  may  be  cheaper,  and  minimize  impact  on  the 
ratepayer.  Decisions  on  cash  funding  versus  bond  funding  are  determined  year  by 
year  on  an  analysis  of  a number  of  different  factors.  He  also  said  the  Commission 
does  not  issue  debt  to  cover  O&M. 

Other  points  raised  in  discussion  included:  Proposition  E,  which  grants  authority  to 
issue  bonds  without  Board  of  Supervisors  approval;  the  City’s  prudent  debt  limit  and 
policy  on  using  new  debt  only  after  the  old  debt  is  paid  off;  the  fact  that  agencies  in 
wholesale  areas  are  having  to  defer  their  own  capital  projects  to  defer  costs;  the 
economic  impact  of  WSIP  on  the  Bay  Area,  and  avoided  costs;  the  distinction 
between  O&M  versus  capital  costs. 

It  was  asked  if  the  SFPUC  should  have  specific  criteria  on  how  projects  funded,  and 
whether  bond  funding  would  push  up  rates  beyond  the  WSIP. 

Mr.  Hollings  said  that,  as  the  Water  enterprise  develops  an  asset  management  policy, 
decisions  on  project  funding  will  be  further  refined. 


It  was  agreed  that  someone  from  Finance  would  return  for  a future  presentation 
addressing  a particular  year  within  the  1 0-year  capital  plan  and  walk  through  how 
decisions  are  made  on  whether  to  fund  by  cash  or  debt. 


7.  Staff  Presentation:  Water  Quality  3-1-1  advertising  campaign  and  the  EPA  Water 
Quality  Grant 

Charles  Sheehan  described  the  outreach  component  of  the  EPA  Water  Quality 
Grant  for  the  development  of  an  early  warning  detection  system.  The  outreach 
consisted  of  a campaign  to  educate  the  public  on  use  of  3-1-1  as  the  most 
effective  mechanism  for  reporting  water  quality  issues.  The  campaign  itself  was 
designed  to  be  broad-reaching.  It  consisted  of  print  materials,  tv  ads,  outdoor 
advertising  and  on-line  communication;  materials  were  also  produced  in  Chinese 
and  Spanish.  The  campaign  also  promoted  the  high  quality  of  Hetch  Hetchy 
water.  In  addition  to  providing  better  customer  service,  tunneling  calls  through  3- 
1-1  would  provide  additional  monitoring  by  the  public  for  water  quality  issues  and 
potential  contaminants.  The  budget  for  the  campaign  was  $1 92,000,  and  the 
work  was  done  in  house. 

In  response  to  a member  suggestion  that  the  rates  of  giardia  and  crytospordium 
were  high  in  San  Francisco,  staff  proposed  a future  presentation  on  the 
epidemiology  of  infections  from  those  microorganisms.  In  response  to  a member 
request  for  information  about  the  rest  of  the  grant,  Mr.  Sheehan  explained  that 
the  document  itself  is  classified.  Ms.  Gautier  volunteered  to  find  out  as  much 
additional  information  as  possible.

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3.  Although  the  presentation  on  Water  Supply  was  listed  as  Item  6 on  the  agenda, 
the  presentation  from  AGM  Ritchie  was  given  immediately  following  roll  call. 
Highlights  of  the  presentation  included  the  following: 

A clarification  of  what  is  meant  by  “design  drought"  in  water  supply  planning. 

This  is  a formula  used  by  water  utilities  on  how  to  respond  to  droughts  when 
forecasting  water  supplies. 

A description  of  the  amount  of  water  that  is  projected  to  be  saved  by  our 
conservation  efforts  in  San  Francisco 

The  differences  in  demand  projections  when  we  consider  whether  or  not  to 
include  San  Jose  and  Santa  Clara  as  more  customer  we  guarantee  we  will 
supply  water  too  on  a longer-term  basis 

Updated  demand  projections  from  all  of  our  wholesale  and  retail  customers  could 
impact  anticipated  shortages 

We  are  currently  analyzing  the  potential  for  graywater,  stormwater,  blackwater 
and  sump  pump  water  to  meet  some  non-potable  demands,  a draft  report  on  the 
findings  is  anticipated  in  January  2012 
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There  are  policy  decisions  that  will  come  before  our  Commission  with  respect  to 
water  supply  options  and  meeting  future  demands  by  all  of  our  customers. 

When  presented  with  all  of  the  demand  challenges  and  considerations,  the 
SFPUC  could  potentially  be  faced  with  a shortfall  of  as  much  as  45mgd.  This 
number  represents  the  outer  limit,  when  all  potential  demands  would  need  to  be 
met  with  current  supplies. 

As  to  the  topic  of  water  transfers  as  a potential  source  of  water,  the  following 
information  was  provided: 

The  WSIP  PEIR  included  a dry-year  transfer  of  water  from  the  Modesto  Irrigation 
District  (MID)  of  up  to  2mgd.  Discussions  underway  with  MID  are  considering 
additional  transfers  of  water.  In  consideration  of  any  additional  transfers  the 
SFPUC  would  stipulate  to  the  following: 

Full  CEQA  review  of  any  additional  transfers 
No  significant  impact  on  the  Lowe  Tuolumne  River 
Water  would  be  from  stored  water 

MID  is  hosting  public  meetings  in  Modesto  to  present  water  transfer 
considerations  and  get  feedback. 

The  Modesto  Bee  has  been  covering  Water  Policy  and  Water  Transfers,  all  are 
encouraged  to  read  the  coverage  in  the  Sunday,  October  16  issue  of  the  Bee. 

Item  7 on  the  agenda  included  an  explanation  of  the  impact  of  the  WSIP  and 
bond  funded  projects  on  water  rates  and  why  some  capital  projects  are  funded 
with  cash  and  others  by  debt  or  long-term  bond  financing.  Crispin  Rollings 
provided  information  to  the  committee. 

Considerations  in  cash  or  bond  financing  include:

6.  Presentation  on  Wholesale  Water  Customers’  Water  Supply  Issues 
Art  Jensen,  Bay  Area  Water  Supply  and  Conservation  Agency  CEO 


Water  Subcommittee  Member  Art  Jensen  delivered  a presentation  on  Wholesale 
Customers’  Water  Supply  Issues.  Speaking  for  the  Bay  Area  Water  Supply  and 
Conservation  Agency  (BAWSCA),  the  26-agency  association  of  wholesale  customers, 
Mr.  Jensen  addressed  wholesale  customer  water  demands,  the  water  supply  options  for 
meeting  those  demands,  BAWSCA’s  comments  on  the  policy  questions  presented 
previously  by  Steve  Ritchie,  and  San  Francisco’s  role  in  meeting  wholesale  customer 
needs.  He  said  that  the  agencies  began  revising  previous  2005  demand  projections  last 
year,  in  2010,  and  that  the  overall  projected  2035  normal  year  supply  need  has  dropped 
significantly.  At  this  time,  no  one  has  identified  the  cause  of  the  lowered  demand,  which 
could  be  due  to  the  economy,  incredible  conservation  efforts,  or  differences  in 
demographics.  Though  current  projections  suggest  no  immediate  need  for  investment  in 
regional  supplies,  it  would  be  prudent  to  begin  reassessing  projects  and  supply  needs 
within  five  years.  Mr.  Jensen  proposed  that  a common  methodology  for  projecting  water 
needs  would  be  beneficial. 

He  also  said  that  BAWSCA  needs  increased  drought  reliability,  and  that  the  association 
wants  more  information  on  dry-year  risks  and  solutions.  BAWSCA  has  launched  two 
major  regional  initiatives,  a multi-pronged  regional  water  conservation  program,  and  a 
long-term  reliable  water  supply  strategy  designed  to  meet  water  needs  until  2035  and  to 
increase  drought  reliability.  Guiding  principles  for  implementing  BAWSCA  strategy 
include:  providing  certainty  for  future  planning  and  development;  prohibiting 
uncompensated  or  involuntary  reallocation  of  an  individual  agency’s  assets;  mutual 
agreement  on  cost  allocation;  adaptive  management  of  strategy  to  ensure  fulfilling  of 
agency  needs.  Potential  supply  projects  to  meet  future  water  needs  include  expansion 
of  existing  recycled  water  projects,  water  transfers,  desalination,  and  rainwater 
harvesting,  stormwater  capture  and  graywater  reuse.  Potential  groundwater  projects 
could  augment  the  supply  as  well,  but  are  limited. 

In  reference  to  the  SFPUC  policy  questions  on  future  water  supply,  presented  by  Steve 
Ritchie  at  a previous  meeting,  Mr.  Jensen  said  that,  overall,  BAWSCA  and  the  SFPUC 
work  well  together.  However,  an  SFPUC  focus  was  on  making  up  shortfalls,  but  the 
emphasis  should  be  the  size  of  the  problem  and  how  to  solve  it.  The  Water  Supply 
Agreement  reconfirms  the  supply  assurance— delivery  of  184  mgd  to  the  wholesale 
customers  collectively  (other  than  San  Jose  and  Santa  Clara).  It  upholds  the  supply 
guarantees  for  individual  wholesale  customers  and  allows  customers  to  transfer  portions 
of  their  own  individual  supply  guarantees  among  themselves.  The  Agreement  commits 
the  wholesale  customers  to  take  necessary  water  conservation  actions  (within  their  legal 
authority)  to  ensure  SFPUC  eligibility  to  receive  state  and  federal  grants  and  other 
financial  assistance.  Mr.  Jensen  added  that  BAWSCA  is  eligible  to  apply  for  grants  too. 
Though  the  Agreement  recognizes  the  SFPUC’s  2008  unilateral  decision  to  impose 
supply  limitations,  including  deferring  consideration  of  an  increase  in  the  184  mgd  supply 
assurance  until  2018,  it  does  not  constitute  concurrence  with  those  limitations  by  the 
wholesale  customers. 


In  reference  to  SFPUC  potential  future  development  of  additional  supplies  in  order  to 
meet  future  wholesale  customer  needs,  Mr.  Jensen  said  that  any  engineering  studies 
and  ensuing  water  supply  projects  to  develop  new  sources  would  have  to  be  conducted 
with  BAWSCA’s  agreement.  In  other  words,  BAWSCA  would  not  provide  a “blank 
check.” 

In  follow-up  subcommittee  discussion,  the  members  discussed  the  consumption  and 
price  of  groundwater  by  the  wholesale  customers,  the  cost  of  recycled  water  and  its 
efficacy  for  solving  supply  problems,  the  difference  in  demand  between  2005  and  201 1 , 
and  the  allocation  of  water  supplies  to  different  customers  and  need  for  continued 
certainty.  The  group  agreed  that  the  development  of  alternate  water  supplies  and 
reduction  of  impacts  on  the  Tuolumne  River  were  policy  priorities. 

7.  Budget  Preparation  for  Water  Enterprise  Reimbursements  and  Interdepartmental 
Work  Orders 

The  Subcommittee  examined  the  list  of  interdepartmental  work  orders  that  the  PUC  pays 
to  other  departments.  The  concern  was  raised  that  other  departments  were  trying  to 
secure  more  funding  from  enterprise  agencies.  It  was  suggested  that  a formula  should 
be  in  place,  and  that  payment  should  be  commensurate  with  the  benefits  received  by  the 
PUC.  It  was  pointed  out  that  there  would  probably  be  a deficit  again,  that  it  could 
increase,  that  the  debts  were  going  to  increase  for  the  water  system  upgrade,  and  that 
the  sewer  system  upgrade  would  be  starting.  It  was  proposed  that  the  enterprises 
should  be  advised  that  this  is  a main  concern,  and  that  the  numbers  need  to  keep  pace 
with  the  revenue.  Jennifer  Clary  will  develop  a resolution. 

8.  Schedule  of  Upcoming  Meetings 

It  was  reaffirmed  that  there  would  be  no  December  meeting. 

Due  to  legal  holidays,  the  January  meeting  will  be  rescheduled  to  the  second  Monday, 
January  9,  and  the  February  meeting  will  also  be  rescheduled  to  the  second  Monday, 
the  13'h.

6.  Presentation:  Draft  LOS  Goals  for  R&R  Projects— Steve  Ritchie,  AGM,  Water 

Steve  Ritchie,  AGM  Water,  presented  the  draft  Levels  of  Service  (LOS)  goals  for  local 
Repair  and  Replacement  projects.  He  explained  that  the  term  levels  of  service  refer  to 
the  level  of  performance  the  SFPUC  is  trying  to  achieve  for  the  water  system.  He  said 
that  replacement  goals  for  pipelines  were  based  on  age,  size,  materials,  and  other 
factors,  with  a current  replacement  rate  of  approximately  6 miles  per  year.  There  are 
currently  two  options  for  increasing  that  improvement  rate.  Option  one  calls  for  an 
increase  to  9 miles  per  year  in  FY  2013  and  15  miles  per  year  in  FY  2015.  Option  2 calls 
for  up  to  12  miles  per  year.  A key  consideration  is  coordination  with  DPW  and  that 
agency’s  schedule  for  resurfacing  roads.  In  follow-up  discussion,  Mr.  Ritchie  said  that 
the  PUC’s  analysis  was  done  in  house,  and  is  contained  in  a September  23  memo  on 
pipeline  age  and  condition.  He  also  announced  that  Deputy  GM  Michael  Carlin  would 
present  LOS  goals  for  both  the  water  and  the  power  systems  at  the  next  day’s 
Commission  meeting,  January  10,  #10  on  the  agenda, 

In  reference  to  the  action  item  to  provide  feedback  into  the  draft  goals,  and  the  possibility 
of  expressing  support  for  the  more  proactive  option,  the  member  consensus  was  that 
more  information  was  needed  in  order  to  make  a recommendation.  Ms.  Clary  said  the 
subcommittee  would  revisit  the  issue  when  they  get  the  Enterprise  budget. 

7.  Highlights  of  the  Water  Enterprise  Budget— Steve  Ritchie,  AGM,  Water 

Mr.  Ritchie  said  that  there  were  tv;o  major  changes— an  increase  of  $200  million  for 
water  main  replacement  and  a $200  million  investment  in  the  Eastside  Recycled  Water 
Project.  The  operating  budget  is  flat.  In  follow-up  discussion,  Mr.  Ritchie  and  the 
members  discussed  the  issue  of  payouts  to  City  Departments.  Mr.  Ritchie  said  that  PUC 
management  was  trying  to  pinpoint  what  the  PUC  gets  in  return.  For  example,  payouts 
to  Rec/Park  for  management  of  Lake  Merced  will  be  included  in  the  upcoming  two-year 
budget.  The  next  Commission  budget  meeting  will  be  on  Thursday,  January  12, 1155 
Market  Street,  4*^^  floor. 

8.  SFPUC  Land  Use  Policy 

Ms.  Clary  stated  that  the  members  were  particularly  interested  in  properties  at  17^  and 
Folsom,  Laguna  Honda,  and  Francisco  Reservoir.  A key  issue  was  protection  of  surplus 
properties  that  provide  public  benefit,  such  as  open  space.  The  members  expressed 
interest  in  the  development  of  comprehensive  criteria  to  ensure  protection,  including 
conformance  with  a stormwater  management  plan. 

9.  SFPUC  Urban  Ag  Policy 

Ms.  Clary  explained  that  the  subcommittee  was  considering  the  relaxation  of  connection 
fees  for  urban  agriculture  plots.  For  example,  if  someone  is  using  water  from  the  house 
next  door,  they  don’t  need  to  pay  a wastewater  fee.  It  was  proposed  that  an 
understanding  was  needed  of  how  this  would  impact  PUC  projections  for  water  supply 
demand  and  goals.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  City  is  considering  a number  of  greening 
plans. 

10.  Status  of  the  Climate  Change  Study  on  the  Upper  Tuolumne 


The  members  discussed  under  what  conditions  a precipitation  increase  is  anticipated. 
There  are  six  different  scenarios  that  will  be  presented  at  the  Commission  meeting  the 
next  day  on  January  10.

6.  Presentation:  A report  on  the  Sensitivity  of  the  Upper  T uolumne  River  Flow  to 
Climate  Change  Scenarios  - Alexis  Dufour  and  Norm  Crawford 

Alexis  Dufour  and  Norm  Crawford,  a consultant  with  Hydrocomp,  presented  the  findings 
from  a recent  study  of  the  Upper  Tuolumne  River  and  the  projected  impact  of  climate 
change  on  the  river  and  river  system.  The  presentation  and  report  included  an  analysis 
of  the  basics  of  climate  change  and  how  an  understanding  of  the  impact  of  climate 
change  can  lead  to  the  need  for  adaptation  in  the  management  of  water  systems. 

The  study  provided  baseline  information,  the  tools  and  software  developed  for  the 
modeling  can  be  used  as  new  studies  are  needed  and  new  issues  in  water  system 
management  emerge. 

Several  questions  were  asked  at  the  conclusion  of  the  presentation: 

Can  we  anticipate  the  impact  of  issues,  such  as  wind  and  evapotranspiration 
that  were  not  included  in  this  current  study? 

How  can  we  best  use  “downscaling”  as  we  continue  to  analyze  climate  change 
impacts? 

How  will  this  data  impact  our  operations?  A follow-up  will  bring  this  data  into  our 
water  supply  planning  in  the  future 

When  can  we  anticipate  seeing  some  of  this  work  incorporated  into  our  water 
supply  planning  efforts?  - Look  for  an  update  mid-Summer 

Do  we  know  of  some  limits  to  data  collected?  How  often  should  the  model  be 
run?  One  example  is  that  Seattle  runs  the  model  they  use  every  5 years.  We  would 
look  to  run  the  model  as  a climate  change  analysis  tool  later  this  year. 

Finally,  what  does  this  analysis  mean?  In  short,  if  run-off  into  our  reservoirs  is 
reduced  by  25%  or  more  we  are  in  trouble. 

7.  The  next  discussion  was  on  a resolution  presented  by  the  Russian  Hill 
Improvement  Association  relative  to  Francisco  Reservoir  - the  presentation  was 
made  by  Jan  Blum. 

See  the  attached  for  resolution  language. 

On  behalf  of  the  Russian  Hill  Improvement  Association,  Jan  Blum  came  to  seek 
the  support  of  the  Water  Subcommittee  of  a resolution  intended  to  secure  the  future  of 
the  Francisco  Reservoir  area  as  Open  Space.  The  resolution  urges  the  SFPUC  to 
adhere  to  established  city  policy  with  regard  to  Open  Space  by  ensuring  that  Francisco 
Reservoir  lands  remain  open. 

Discussion  of  the  topic  included  questions  about  the  “plans”  for  development, 
the  process  for  consideration  of  the  resolution,  the  role  of  the  SFPUC  in  providing 
“recreation”,  etc.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  discussion  the  resolution  was  tabled. 

Members  Donovan  and  Carmignani  will  work  with  the  proponents  to  redraft  a 
resolution  for  consideration  at  a future  meeting.

Member  of  the  public 
Jan  Blum  asked  about  preventing  the  introduction  of  water  pollution  into 
groundwater  and  the  bay.  Mr.  Ritchie  replied  that  DPH  would  be  examining  and 
addressing  the  issue.

Passed  without  objection

The  Subcommittee  addressed  a proposed  resolution,  developed  by  members 
Carmignani  and  Donovan  in  support  of  retaining  the  reservoir  site  as  long-term 
open  space  in  response  to  local  community  interest.  Issues  raised  in  discussion 
included  whether  the  property  should  be  sold  for  market  value,  the  forthcoming 
removal  of  the  disintegrated  roof,  mitigation  of  storm  water  flows  as  a utility 
purpose,  the  plan  for  a security  fence,  the  advisability  of  collaborating  with  Rec- 
Park,  and  the  need  to  clarify  and  make  transparent  the  issues  related  to  the  value 
of  the  land,  and  the  laws  relating  to  any  transfer.  Member  of  the  public  Bruce 
Keene  expressed  his  wish  to  see  more  commitment  to  open  space,  and  said  that 
the  site  had  been  declared  surplus  in  the  1950s.  Jan  Blum  said  that  Harvey 
Rose  is  evaluating  what  the  site’s  fair  market  value  is. 

Chair  Clary  proposed  holding  the  present  ordinance  in  place  in  the  Committee, 
pending  language  about  the  fair  market  value  determination. 

Suzanne  Gautier  said  that  staff  would  provide  information  the  following  month  on 
how  the  determination  was  made;  Jan  Blum  will  provide  additional  language  from 
the  organization  Russian  Hill  Neighbors  to  Jennifer  Clary,  Karen  Donovan  and 
Suzanne  Gautier.

Suzanne  Gautier  announced  that  the  proposed  Non-potable  Water  Ordinance 
would  be  presented  at  the  Commission  meeting  on  June  12,  2012. 

6.  Presentation  by  Steve  Ritchie  - Water  Supply  and  Demand  Planning  for  the 
Future  - 

The  presentation  by  Steve  Ritchie  included  an  overview  of  the  August  2010 
SFPUC  workshop  on  water  supply  and  demand,  outlining  potential  supply 
shortfalls  by  the  year  2035.  He  went  on  to  outline  options  to  be  considered  by 
the  SFPUC  and  key  decisions  that  must  be  made  over  the  next  few  years.  The 
background  for  the  presentation  and  continuing  policy  discussions  can  be  found 
in  the  2008  Water  System  Improvement  Program  (WSIP),  and  the  Phased 
Variant,  as  well  as  additional  considerations  about  supply  assurances  to  San 
Jose  and  Santa  Clara  along  with  all  of  our  wholesale  customers. 
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Several  water  supply  options  were  included  in  the  WSIP,  these  options  are  all 
being  investigated,  and  many  projects  are  underway  to  develop  these  supply 
options. 


In  2012  decisions  about  several  water  supply  projects  and  programs  will  have  to 
be  made,  including  a 2 mgd  transfer  from  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District,  and  a 
couple  of  recycled  water  projects. 

An  overview  of  the  timeline  for  these  projects  was  presented,  showing  the  current 
phases  of  each  project  and  anticipated  completion.  The  presentation  also 
included  a cost  analysis,  energy  consumption  projections  and  methodology  for 
comparison  of  projects  that  will  assist  in  decision  making. 

Next  steps  in  water  supply  planning  include  preparation  for  upcoming  decisions, 
consideration  of  additional  supplies,  and  the  possible  development  of  a water 
supply  policy. 

Following  the  presentation  questions  and  discussion  included:  how  are 
calculations  arrived  at  to  explain  active  and  passive  water  conservation;  what 
about  the  history  of  groundwater  use  in  San  Francisco,  and  what  are  the 
opportunities  for  indirect  potable  reuse  of  recycled  water;  what  is  the  sustainable 
yield  of  the  groundwater  basin;  can  we  do  better  in  conservation  by  looking  at 
incentives  and  rebates. 

Mr.  Ritchie  suggested  that  a comprehensive  look  at  the  groundwater  and 
recycled  water  programs,  as  well  as  the  201 1 Retail  Water  Conservation  Plan 
can  help  address  those  questions. 

Public  Comment;  Jan  Blum  asked  about  where  information  about  growth 
projections/demand  projections  comes  from.  They  are  consistent  with  the 
Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments 

7.  Discussion  and  possible  action  -Francisco  Reservoir  Resolution 

The  discussion  on  a proposed  resolution  continued.  The  SFPUC  offered 
amendments  to  the  resolution.  The  subcommittee  and  representatives  of  the 
Russian  Hill  Improvement  Association  engaged  in  a discussion  about  the  revised 
resolution.  The  discussion  included  topics  such  as  how  would  or  does  East  Bay 
Municipal  Utility  District  handle  lands  they  own  or  might  sell,  and  if  the  site  were 
transferred  to  another  city  department  or  maintained  as  open  space  would  the 
SFPUC  still  be  obligated  to  maintain  it? 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Russian  Hill  Improvement  Association  formally  requests 
documents  from  the  SFPUC  so  that  they  can  better  understand  the  SFPUC’s 
position  with  respect  to  this  piece  of  property. 

The  Resolution  will  be  redrafted  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Water  Subcommittee

The  grant  program  is  a pilot 
project  for  the  SFPUC,  the  only  place  we  currently  know  of  that  mandates 
inclusion  of  non-potable  reuse  systems  in  new  construction  is  Tokyo,  Japan.

SFPUC  is  currently  conducting  a second  round  of  public  outreach  for  the  eastside 
project  with  a focus  on  facility  site  selection.

70  development,  public  works  lot  at  Cesar  Chaves  near  101  onramp,  state  owned  lot  at 
Selby  and  Evans  near  Southeast  Plant,  Pier  90  & 94  backlands  and  Griffith  Street  Pump 
Station  land. 

Sites  are  shown  in  the  survey  so  people  can  see  all  eight  sites.  To  date,  242  surveys  are 
done.  The  goal  is  to  reach  600  people  by  survey.  All  people  surveyed  either  live  or  work 
in  the  Eastern  half  of  City.  A public  workshop  is  being  planned  in  mid-September. 

Richard  stated  he  recalls  it  was  feasible  to  do  recycled  water  on  the  west  side  but  that 
the  east  side  has  leakage  and  additional  salt.  Barbara  stated  reverse-osmosis  does 
remove  sodium  and  chloride.  Barbara  states  we  are  combining  sites  with  treatment  and 
must  get  all  information  before  addressing  feasibility. 

Jennifer  asked  if  we  are  looking  at  different  types  of  treatment  depending  on  the 
location.  If  on  Embarcadero,  would  you  be  scalping  from  transport  box?  Barbara  stated 
there  is  a matrix  of  alternatives.  We  will  be  looking  at  both  a scalping  and  conventional 
treatment  plant. 

Terrance  asked  about  survey  interviews.  Barbara  stated  we  have  targeted  events  such 
as  Sunday  Streets  and  other  events.  Terrance  stated  it  is  important  to  make  sure  the 
surveys  are  taking  place  in  the  right  areas,  representative  of  locations  under 
consideration. 

Jennifer  asked  for  a report  of  the  results  to  date  of  the  first  phase  of  the  survey  and  if  the 
CAC  can  be  involved. 

Karen  suggested  having  a presentation  as  survey  results  come  in  would  make  sense  for 
the  CAC  so  that  they  can  understand  what  the  main  concerns  are. 

Art  Jensen  asked  if  the  committee  wants  to  take  a position.  Jennifer  stated  the  CAC  has 
taken  a position  on  the  SFPUC’s  programs  in  non-potable  water  uses.  Recycled  water  is 
another  piece  and  will  require  a third  set  of  pipes  to  take  it  to  buildings  to  use  it.  Karen 
stated  it  is  important  to  understand  the  obstacles  to  implementing  recycled  water  to  help 
the  CAC  represent  the  citizens’  interests.  Terrance  feels  more  outreach  and  education 
with  the  public  will  decrease  or  at  least  address  public  concerns  about  the  proposed 
projects. 

7.  Drink  Tap  Ordinance- Paula  Kehoe 

Paula  stated  chapter  29  of  the  plumbing  code  requires  any  building  with  150  occupants 
to  have  a drinking  fountain  (currently).  Supervisor  Chiu’s  proposed  Drink  Tap  Ordinance 
would  require  both  a drinking  fountain  and  a Drink  Tap  station  or  combined  unit.  A Drink 
Tap  station  can  be  used  to  fill  a water  bottle  with  potable  drinking  water.  The  intent  is 
that  new  buildings  will  require  both.  The  SFPUC’s  role  is  to  provide  assistance  about  the 
types  of  vendors,  outreach  and  communication. 

Terrance  asked  what  the  Drink  Tap  stations  cost  and  what  is  the  installation  cost?  Paula 
stated  units  cost  between  $750  and  $3000  and  it  is  similar  to  plumbing  costs  for 
installing  a water  fountain.  Terrance  asked  if  this  is  for  new  construction  and  remodeling. 


Terrance  asked  what  triggers  a remodel.  Paula  stated  the  Supervisor’s  office  is  working 
on  definitions. 

Art  asked  if  there  is  currently  a requirement  to  take  out  lead  pipe  when  remodeling  a 
building.  Paula  is  not  sure  but  will  research.  Terrance  stated  some  remodel  costs  may 
trigger  expensive  re-piping  and  may  cause  problems  for  landlords.  Paula  stated 
clarification  is  coming.  Karen  asked  if  hardship  waivers  will  be  considered. 

Paula  will  work  with  her  team  to  address  key  questions  about  types  of  buildings,  remodel 
definitions,  lead  testing/replacement  of  lead  pipes,  etc. 

Resolution  in  support  of  Drink  Tap  ordinance  was  approved  as  updated.  Art  moved  to 
approve,  Richard  seconded.  Terrance  opposed  in  vote. 


8.  Non-potable  supply  ordinance 

Comment  from  Art:  Conservation  is  being  done  for  a variety  of  reasons.  It  is  the  right 
thing  to  do,  it  does  liberate  existing  water  supply  allocations  to  satisfy  future  growth  in  a 
cost  effective  way.  Diversify  water  supply  is  a political  concept.  There  is  not  a target  for 
diversification.  As  a motive,  it  is  fine  as  the  resolution  is  written.  Art  suggested  removing 
President  Chiu’s  name  from  the  ordinance  and  changed  it  to  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Resolution  changed.  Moved  by  Richard,  seconded  by  Art.  All  voted  in  favor.

T.Jones:  Suggested  addressing  testing  for  lead  in  resolution. 

A.Jensen:  Suggested  adding  language  that  no  drinking  fountains  should  be 
installed  in  buildings  that  contain  lead  piping.  The  reason  for  stating  it  this  way  is 
if  we  try  to  add  language  that  specifies  what  happens  to  buildings  that  do  have 
lead  problems  that  suddenly  take  on  this  project. 

K.Donovan:  We  are  stating  that  we  support  the  legislation  and  also  support  a 
building  with  lead-free  piping. 
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J. Clary:  There  are  no  rules  about  having  to  remove  lead  piping.  I would  note 
that  when  they  install  tap  station  in  schools,  they  are  testing  for  lead. 

T.  Jones:  Why  does  it  cost  $10,000  in  schools? 

J.  Clary:  It  might  cost  more  in  schools  because  of  plumbing  costs  and  lead 
abatement. 

R. Hansen  moved  to  vote  with  A.Jensen’s  suggested  change.  A.Jensen 
seconded. 

K. Donovan  suggested  including  “where  there  is  a risk  in  lead  contamination,”  so 
that  it  is  not  open  to  interpretation. 

Public  Comment:  none. 

A.Jensen  moved;  R. Hansen  seconded.

7.  Redraft  Non-Potable  Water  Supply  Resolution,  Discussion  and  Possible  Action 
to  support  Alternative  Water  Supply  Ordinance  sponsored  by  Supervisor  David 
Chiu 

A.Jensen:  S.Bjorgan  was  concerned  that  the  fees  charged  could  “kill  the 
program”.  The  fees  are  minuscule  compared  to  what  building  owners  are 
required  to  do.  I understand  these  concerns  regarding  fees  and  barriers,  but  I 
would  either  accept  the  resolution  as  originally  worded  with  A.Jensen’s  addition. 

T.Jones:  The  pilot  grant  program  was  undefined  and  it  appeared  that  it  was 
small  compared  to  the  fees.  It  appeared  to  be  “more  stick  than  carrot”  Having 
an  alternative  water  supply  is  important,  but  if  it  is  all  about  fees  rather  than  an 
incentive  program,  then  it  might  come  across  as  discouraging  than  encouraging. 

J.  Clary:  Somewhere  along  the  way  we  lost  the  purpose  of  this  legislation.  The 
legislation  is  not  requiring  anyone  to  do  anything.  The  intent  is  to  streamline  a 
regulatory  process  between  three  agencies:  DPH,  DBI  and  SFPUC,  and  to 
ensure  there  is  a clear  process  to  get  approval  from  all  three  entities. 

K. Donovan:  Is  the  legislation  still  being  developed?  I’m  still  trying  to  understand 
the  streamlining  in  this  rather  than  adding  bureaucracy. 

A.Jensen:  The  whole  intent  was  to  enable  people  to  participate  if  they  want  to 
and  it  doesn’t  mandate  anything.  It  is  a pilot  program  for  the  grant,  so  it’s  not 
bolting  things  down  for  all  time.  We  learn  by  doing  and  make  it  better  later.  I 
would  vote  against  something  that  states  that  the  grants  should  be  so  large  that 
it  propels  people  to  participate. 

J.  Clary:  I will  ask  Paula  Kehoe  about  specific  bullet  points  on  how  it  improves 
the  process  and  referencing  to  language  in  the  legislation.  Maybe  it’s  less 
streamlining,  but  coordinating  oversight.  We  can’t  eliminate  DPH,  DBI  and 
SFPUC  oversight,  because  these  agencies  have  authority  over  public  health 
and  safety.  What  this  legislation  is  aiming  to  do  is  coordinating  this  effort. 

K. Donovan:  The  goal  of  getting  the  resolution  through  the  full  CAC  could  be 
pointing  to  language  that  establishes  that  principle. 

R. Hansen:  Suggested  adding  “streamline  process  to  ensure  compatibility 
amongst  the  respective  requirements  of  the  agencies.” 

A.Jensen:  I like  the  spirit  of  it,  but  it  is  starting  to  sound  a bit  complicated. 
Suggested  eliminating  “regulations”  in  the  fifth  whereas  and  “Mayor  and  BOS”  in 
the  final  resolve. 

R. Hansen  seconded  A.Jensen’s  proposal. 


K. Donovan:  In  the  last  resolve,  “supports  the  goals  of  the  alternative  water 
supply  ordinance”  and  the  rest  of  the  language  - the  goal  and  actual  language 
of  it  don’t  seem  to  be  matching  up. 

In  favor  of  supporting  ordinance  and  revised  resolution  without  K.Donovan's 
suggested  change:  D.Carmignani;  A.Jensen;  D.Mokoro;  T.Jones;  R. Hansen; 

J. Clary;  Motion  carries  by  majority  vote  of  members  present. 

Not  in  favor;  K.Donovan. 

Public  comment:  none. 

8.  Presentation:  Construction  outreach  practices  by  Catania  Galvan,  Coordinator 
of  Citizen  Involvement;  Lolita  Sweet,  Public  Information  Officer. 

Discussion  and  Q&A: 

J.  Clary:  Several  years  ago  there  was  a sewer  replacement  in  front  of  my  home, 
now  there  is  a water  main  project  in  front  of  work  office.  Does  the  SFPUC  have 
noise  limits  on  construction  projects? 

L. Sweet;  The  30  and  10  day  notices  stipulate  hours  of  operation  as  well  as 
inform  the  public  of  work  being  done. 

C. Galvan:  There  is  a noise  ordinance  in  San  Francisco,  residence.  There  are 
instances  where  we  need  to  conduct  emergency  repair  work  (e.g.  North  Shore 
Force  Main)  and  we  work  with  other  City  agencies  and  stakeholders  to  get  the 
work  done,  including  MTA,  Port,  Ferry  Building,  and  delivery  companies/trucks. 

K. Donovan:  For  treatment  transmission  of  water  projects,  local  building  and 
zoning  ordinances  do  not  apply  in  the  state  code.  I assume  the  City  tries  to  work 
within  noise  levels  in  locality  if  you  can  get  project  done  much  faster  by  going 
outside  of  noise  level. 

A.Jensen:  In  looking  at  the  factsheet  under  project  summary,  it  would  be  helpful 
to  include  the  benefit  to  customers. 

T.Jones:  Is  the  factsheet  or  information  about  construction  posted  on  website? 

L. Sweet:  Our  website  lists  all  scheduled  construction  projects  in  the  City  under 
“construction  in  your  neighborhood”.  If  it’s  an  emergency  project,  it  is  not  listed 
on  this  page. 

C.  Galvan:  Side  sewer  repair/replacement  projects  do  not  require  noticing  as 
these  projects  take  less  than  8 hours  to  complete.  The  only  noticing  is  if  they 
need  to  block  parking.  We  are  not  the  only  ones  digging  the  streets.  DPW  also 
conducts  construction  work  and  many  independent  contractors  hired  by  private 
property  owners  also  start  work  before  hours.  Call  31 1 for  after  hours. 

K. Donovan:  Do  you  try  to  coordinate  with  other  utilities  to  avoid  multiple  runs  of 
the  street? 

L. Sweet:  We  work  with  PG&E,  DPW,  cable  companies,  and  if  there  is  a 
water/sewer  project,  we  try  opening  the  streets  at  the  same  time.  When  a 
project  is  on  a street  with  many  businesses,  we  sometimes  work  beyond 
5:00pm  to  avoid  shutting  off  their  water.  We  will  notice  for  those  projects. 

D. Mokoro;  Where  are  the  graphics  designed?  Where  are  the  signs  placed? 
Those  signs  indicate  construction  is  coming,  correct?  How  does  graphics 
indicate  that  work  will  go  on? 

C. Galvan:  We  have  a graphics  team  here  and  all  construction  signs  are 
standardized.  Usually  the  signs  will  be  placed  toward  the  beginning  the  street, 

30  days  before  it  starts.  We  use  a City-wide  construction  sign  template 
indicating  “OneSF”.  We  work  with  the  Project  Managers  to  get  the  correct  info 
on  the  signs  and  relay  that  information  to  Graphics. 


T.  Jones:  It  would  be  nice  to  have  a presentation  at  the  full  CAC  meeting  that 
includes  images  of  outreach  collateral. 

J. Clary:  When  you’re  doing  construction  on  a block-level,  do  you  scale  that 
down  on  a census  block  basis  to  determine  translation? 

C.  Galvan:  What  I’d  like  to  see  is  the  “for  more  info"  copy  is  translated  and 
people  can  call  311  for  immediate  in-language  assistance.  We  have  placed  a 
few  blanket  purchase  order  requests  with  several  translation  firms  and  also 
include  phone  service. 

A.  Jensen:  The  nature  of  resolution  was  inspired  by  someone  being  concerned 
that  things  weren’t  doing  well  or  enough.  What  nature  of  the  resolution  would  be 
“enough”? 

T.  Jones:  The  intent  of  the  resolution  was  about  going  above  and  beyond  the 
scope  of  legal  notification  requirements  - that  we  are  doing  a public  good  for  the 
community,  not  just  spending  money  for  the  sake  of  spending  money. 

J. Clary:  Suggested  a role  of  the  CAC  is  to  understand  what  the  SFPUC  is  doing 
and  review  the  work  after  one  or  two  major  projects  are  done.  For  example,  the 
Cesar  Chavez  project. 

L. Sweet:  The  Cesar  Chavez  project  is  headed  by  DPW.  Sometimes  people 
assume  DPW  projects  are  ours,  but  we  work  with  them  to  coordinate  public 
outreach  efforts. 

9.  Future  agenda  items 

A.Jensen:  As  SFPUC  staff  is  implementing  the  watershed  master  plan,  how 
does  SFPUC  respond  to  public  member  inquiries  about  right  of  ways?  Perhaps 
we  can  get  this  information  in  a presentation. 

R.Hansen:  Pacific  Rod  & Gun  Club  at  Lake  Merced  and  who  is  responsible  to 
get  rid  of  the  lead. 

T.Francisco:  Feral  pig  hunting  program  and  how  we  can  get  more  information 
about  cost,  terms  of  contract,  if  this  project  was  put  out  for  bid. 

J. Clary  suggested  contacting  Tim  Ramirez  for  more  information. 

J.  Clary:  Water  supply  policy,  who  gets  water  and  how  much.  FERC.  Revenue

Approval  of  the  August  21,  2012  meeting  minutes 

D.Pilpel:  We  should  spell  out  the  acronyms.  HCP  is  Habitat  Conservation  Plan 
and  PRGC  is  Pacific  Rod  and  Gun  Club. 

A.Jensen  moved;  R. Hansen  seconded.  Minutes  approved  with  amendments. 
Public  Comments:  none. 
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4.  Report  from  the  Chair:  T.Jones 

David  Pilpel  has  agreed  to  serve  as  water  subcommittee  chair.  T.Jones  will  step 
down  as  the  interim  water  subcommittee  chair  and  focus  on  being  a member  of 
the  Wastewater  Subcommittee. 

5.  Staff  update:  Amy  Sinclair,  Communications  & Public  Outreach,  SFPUC 

Recycled  water  update:  We  are  working  with  Civinomics  to  conduct  recycled 
water  surveys  on  iPads.  As  of  late  August,  900  surveys  have  been  completed. 
We  are  focusing  on  the  94124  zip  code  and  doing  outreach  at  the  Southeast 
Community  Facility  Health  Fair  on  October  13.  This  will  give  people  the 
opportunity  to  learn  about  the  proposed  recycled  water  sites  at  the  health  fair. 

Ground  water  outreach:  We  may  do  water  taste  tests  at  the  health  fair.  Though 
this  community  won’t  necessarily  receive  ground  water,  we  feel  it  would  be  good 
to  get  feedback  regardless. 

J. Clary  asked  to  get  a report,  written  summary  and/or  presentation  about  the 
recycled  water  survey  results.  R. Hansen  concurred  with  J. Clary  about  the 
survey  results. 
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J. Clary:  It  may  be  confusing  doing  iPad  surveys  for  the  Sewer  System 
Improvement  Program  (SSIP)  and  recycled  water.  Is  there  a way  to  coordinate 
these  efforts  or  combine  the  surveys? 

A.Sinclair;  Generally  people  lose  interest  if  a survey  is  longer  than  5 minutes.  A 
majority  of  the  recycled  water  surveys  are  about  6 minutes.  We  currently  have 
940  responses. 

A.  Jensen:  I would  think  that  if  this  committee  is  interested  in  criticizing  the 
survey  mechanism,  we  should  ask  them  to  do  the  survey  here. 

J. Clary:  We’re  interested  in  what  people  in  our  districts  are  saying  and  whether 
we  should  help  advertise  this  survey  in  other  areas. 

A.Sinclair:  We  can  come  back  with  a detailed  report. 

D.Pilpel:  How  many  surveys  are  you  planning  to  conduct?  Of  the  940,  is  that  out 
of  1,000? 

A.Sinclair:  I think  the  contract  is  based  on  time.  We  are  trying  to  get  as  many 
responses  as  we  can,  spreading  to  a variety  of  locations  that  would  potentially 
be  impacted.  There  is  an  online  option  if  we  can’t  catch  people  with  an  iPad. 

D.Pilpel:  I can  look  into  whether  we  want  an  interim  report  or  wait  until  all  of  the 
results  are  in. 

M. Barry:  There  will  be  a groundbreaking  ceremony  for  Sutro  reservoir  on 
September  18,  2012  at  10:30  a.m.  to  celebrate  the  last  of  the  35  local  projects 
that  we  will  break  ground  on. 

6.  Steve  Ritchie,  Assistance  General  Manager,  Water  Enterprise,  presented  an 
overview  of  thePacific  Rod  and  Gun  Club  (PRGC)  at  Lake  Merced 

Discussion  and  Q&A: 

J. Clary:  So  SFPUC  is  going  to  do  the  cleanup,  but  potentially  if  PRGC  wants  to 
stay  they  have  pay  for  it,  correct? 

S. Ritchie:  The  long  term  future  of  the  club  is  open  to  question.  The  sooner  it  is 
cleaned,  regardless  of  who  cleans  it  up,  long-term,  maybe  the  use  changes.  If 
PRGC  does  not  have  the  resources  to  do  the  cleanup  and  no  hope  of  getting 
the  resources  to  clean  it  up,  I see  very  little  value  in  them  staying  on  site.  The 
one  bit  of  value  of  having  PRGC  onsite  is  providing  some  degree  of  security  due 
to  the  activity  there.  If  they  do  leave,  we  would  need  to  build  a better  security 
fence  around  the  area. 

A.  Jensen:  When  you  say  the  PRGC,  there’s  not  much  there  in  the  way  of 
monetary  water  assets.  So  if  the  PRGC  leaves  today,  they  can  cease  to  exist, 
burn  their  insurance  policies  and  the  city  can  get  no  get  money  from  it? 

S.  Ritchie:  There’s  something  to  pursue  there.  Part  of  the  question  for  our 
attorney  is  does  the  City  have  access  to  the  old  insurance  policies  as  the 
landlord  there? 

T.  Jones:  I assume  the  Police  Gun  Range  is  going  to  continue.  Do  they  shoot 
there? 

S.  Ritchie:  The  PRGC  is  an  open  shooting  range  focused  on  shotguns  shooting 
out  towards  Lake  Merced.  The  Police  Range  is  largely  a contained  facility,  so 
there’s  no  firing  out  there. 

T.  Jones:  Who  owns  the  land  of  the  Police  Gun  Range? 

S.  Ritchie:  The  property  is  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  SF.  The  question  is 
whose  jurisdiction  is  it  under.  The  only  documents  I’ve  been  able  to  find  are 
from  back  in  the  1930s,  a lease  from  SFPUC  to  SFPD  for  $10  a month.  We 
have  not  found  any  other  documentation  since  then. 

T.  Jones:  How  is  that  different  from  PRGC?

S.  Ritchie:  The  Police  Range  is  an  indoor  facility  that’s  contained  and  a pistol 
range  as  opposed  to  shotgun  range.  Take  for  example  when  lead  was  being 
used  for  about  60  years  of  shooting  one  direction  and  the  material  is  all  over  the 
place  (1930’s  to  1990’s). 

R.Hansen:  To  me,  the  lessons  learned  from  the  closure  and  cleanup  of  the 
pistol  range  at  the  Presidio,  stables,  and  feral  pig  hunting,  is  asking  who  will  be 
responsible  for  cleanup  and  maintenance. 

J. Clary:  As  I recall,  this  is  a huge  issue  around  the  watershed  planning  process. 
The  only  real  usable  open  space  is  between  Lake  Merced  Boulevard  and 
Harding  Park  and  it  is  swamped  with  people.  It  would  be  nice  to  have  another 
open  space.  This  may  be  a natural  location  for  open  space. 

7.  Communications  Update  and  WSIP  Construction  Communications,  Tyrone 
Jue,  Director  of  Communications;  Maureen  Barry,  WSIP  Communications 
Manager  made  a presentation. 

Discussion  and  Q&A  to  the  Communications  Update  Portion: 

A.  Jensen:  All  of  the  community  organizations  are  groups  where  a fixed  set  of 
people  already  attend  (an  association  or  council).  Through  the  communication 
outreach,  does  it  say  how  many  more  people  attended  those  meetings  or  an 
aggregate? 

T. Jue:  Most  of  these  organizations  listed  here  have  a set  member  base.  We 
didn’t  hear  about  any  major  gathering  that  protested  the  rates.  This  5 year  rate 
proposal  generated  the  least  amount  of  noise.  I think  we  did  a pretty  good  job 
talking  and  messaging  our  story  as  to  where  the  money  is  being  spent.  When 
we  first  started  with  the  initial  rate  increase  after  the  rate  freeze,  we  had 
hundreds  of  people  show  up  to  the  rate  fairness  board  meetings,  city  hearings, 
etc.  coming  out  to  protest  the  increase.  The  second  time  we  went  out  (after  year 
one)  we  saw  a slightly  diminished  number  of  people  . Come  2009,  we  had  close 
to  200  people  send  a letter  of  protest,  and  one  or  two  people  show  up  to  the 
Commission  meeting  and  no  one  came  out  to  the  Rate  Fairness  Board  meeting. 

J. Clary:  Everyone  gets  the  Prop  218  notice,  correct?  Most  of  the  meetings  are 
on  the  west  side. 

T.Jue:  The  first  time  we  went  out  about  the  rate  outreach,  everyone  wanted  to 
hear  about  it.  We  probably  did  50  to  60  meetings.  The  second  time  we  did  rate 
outreach,  it  was  about  30.  The  last  time  we  went  out,  we  struggled.  People  just 
weren’t  interested  as  much  and  our  staff  followed  up  with  phone  calls. 

D.Pilpel:  I think  it  reflects  building  trust  that  we  are  being  responsible  with  the 
“water/sewer  rates  at  work”  in  the  Currents  newsletter.  I think  the  general  sense 
out  there  is  that  we  are  using  rate  dollars  responsibly. 

T.Jue:  It  doesn’t  mean  that  we  completed  our  job.  There  are  so  many  people 
out  there  that  still  don’t  know  what  we  do.  As  we  prepare  for  the  next  rate 
hearings,  how  do  we  build  education  and  awareness  around  the  tours,  CAC, 
schools,  etc.?  All  of  this  is  what  we’re  going  to  use  to  leverage  education  and 
awareness  around  rates. 

T.  Jones:  We  have  a resolution  saying  not  that  nothing’s  been  done,  but  that 
more  can  be  done  in  terms  of  public  outreach.  If  there’s  a way  to  reach  out  to 
people  and  reiterate  that  the  things  that  are  being  done  are  necessary,  they’re 
not  just  filling  the  coffers  of  construction  companies. 

T.Jue:  Definitely  any  support  you  can  give  in  that  regard,  a resolution  stating 
that  we  need  to  do  more  to  work  with  people,  is  a good  thing.  It’s  not  just  the 
water  rate  increases  that  will  be  occurring,  but  also  the  sewer  rates. 

Discussion  and  Q&A  to  the  WSIP  Construction  Communications  portion: 
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J.  Clary:  It’s  great  that  you  reach  out  to  folks.  How  easy  is  it  for  someone  to 
access  the  information?  Is  it  through  the  website  or  social  media?  The  difficulty  I 
have  is  for  someone  who  is  house-bound  to  understand  the  construction  that’s 
going  on. 

M. Barry:  There  are  construction  signs  posted  with  phone  numbers  and  contact 
information.  We  have  a 24  hour  line.  We  also  hope  that  you  may  have  seen  a 
worker,  because  we  give  cards  to  them  with  the  24  hour  line.  The  other  way  is 
building  a relationship  with  residents  and  stakeholders.  Sometimes  door 
hanging  is  very  effective  because  you  get  to  meet  people.  We  document  every 
email  and  phone  call  that  come  to  us  and  put  that  information  in  a report.  We 
want  you  to  know  that  wherever  you’re  coming  from,  whether  you’re  home  or 
cycling,  we  can  reach  you.  We  hope  to  be  doing  enough  on  every  level  to  reach 
people,  whether  it’s  printed  material,  email,  website,  social  media,  etc. 

T.  Jones:  I just  recently  had  my  sewer  bill  assessed  and  the  information  about 
getting  an  assessment  was  on  the  back  of  my  bill.  The  bill  would  be  a natural 
place  to  put  communications. 

T.Jue:  We  have  a bi-monthly  newsletter  that  is  included  in  everyone’s 
water/sewer  bills.  We  try  to  do  a pretty  good  job  covering  all  the  major  projects 
updates.  There  are  too  many  individual  projects  to  cram  into  one  newsletter,  but 
definitely  a targeted  outreach  to  an  area  is  helpful.  For  example,  we  did  a lot  of 
targeted  outreach  to  local  organizations,  churches,  and  schools  for  the  Cesar 
Chavez  Sewer  Project.  We  also  distributed  notices  to  residents  and  groups  in 
the  area. 

T.  Jones:  I live  near  that  neighborhood  and  wasn’t  reached. 

T.Jue:  If  you  have  suggestions  on  how  to  better  reach  you,  or  people  like  you, 
please  provide  that  to  us.  It  was  in  the  bill  several  times. 

D.Pilpel:  As  WSIP  ramps  down,  how  much  of  this  will  be  embedded  and  just  be 
ongoing  as  part  of  the  operating  program  as  opposed  to  construction  or  capital? 

M. Barry:  It’s  already  ongoing;  this  was  just  a slice  of  what  we’re  doing.  There’s  a 
very  active  social  media  program  going  on.  It’s  all  just  evolving  in  that  way.  We 
have  a lot  of  printed  materials,  etc. 

D.Pilpel:  My  suggestion  is  that  it’s  not  just  entirely  tied  to  projects,  because 
those  end.  As  much  as  we’re  building,  we  should  continue  to  maintain  those 
relationships. 

T.Jue:  For  the  work  in  Sunol,  we  have  a great  working  relationship  with  the 
people  out  there.  What  happens  after  we  leave  and  are  done  with  the 
construction  work?  What  do  we  do  to  still  stay  engaged  with  communities  where 
the  work  is  completed? 

M. Barry:  A lot  of  the  issues  there  relate  to  projects,  some  relate  to  operations. 
We  try  to  tackle  those  issues  in  a more  holistic  manner. 

A.  Jensen:  There  are  all  kinds  of  communications  situations  that  are  different. 
There  are  different  times  in  the  evolution  of  a project,  agency,  etc.  There’s  no 
one  mechanism  and  it’s  a constant  quest  to  do  better.  The  other  observation  is 
that  there  is  very  little  statutory  requirement  for  the  things  discussed  here. 

8.  Discussion  and  Possible  Action:  Public  Outreach  and  Communications 
Resolution  - proposed  resolution  and  handout 

Discussion: 

K. Donovan:  What  is  this  resolution  intending  to  do? 

T.  Jones:  The  intent  of  the  resolution  is  to  look  at  the  big  picture.  We’ve  had 
presentations  recently  discussing  outreach.  What  came  out  of  the  conversation 
is  that  SFPUC  is  doing  a lot  already. 
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J.  Clary:  A lot  more  activity  will  happen  in  the  city;  how  is  SFPUC  going  to 
handle  it  in  a way  that  reinforces  their  objectives  and  satisfies  the  public’s  need 
for  information?  I don’t  think  it’s  a bad  thing  to  do  this  resolution  because  it 
helps,  but  this  needs  to  be  less  general. 

A.  Jensen:  If  it’s  construction  in  the  street,  it’s  not  WSIP  because  most  of  the  city 
work  has  been  done.  It  may  be  about  SSIP,  repair  & replacement  (R&R),  or 
unscheduled  maintenance.  If  the  resolution  was  focused  on  how  does  SFPUC 
or  City  (Department  of  Public  Works  also  digs  up  the  street)  let  people  know 
what’s  going  to  happen  and  can  they  do  a better  job,  it  would  be  easier  for  me 
to  identify  with  that  and  vote. 

K. Donovan:  Are  we  asking  SFPUC  to  investigate  an  issue  or  are  we  asking 
them  to  do  better?  Is  it  the  campaign/rates  outreach  as  this  is  a completely 
separate  issue?  The  actual  people  affected  by  construction  may  not  be  getting 
the  notices. 

T. Jones;  We’re  not  going  to  have  something  that  is  ready  to  vote  on  tonight,  but 
I would  love  to  see  this  committee  continue  working  on  this.  I don’t  disagree  with 
anything  that’s  going  on  with  WSIP  and  SSIP,  I just  don’t  like  the  fact  that  rates 
have  doubled  and  will  double  again.  Without  some  reinforcement  on  outreach 
and  meeting  people  where  they  need  to  be  met,  there  will  be  a lot  of  backlash.  If 
you  want  to  take  it  up  as  a committee  I’d  be  grateful.  Your  new  Chair  can  move 
the  resolution  forward  if  this  committee  chooses  to. 

R.FIansen:  I agree  that  D.Pilpel,  as  the  new  Chair,  should  be  the  one  to  move 
forward  on  these  issues. 

T.  Jue:  If  it’s  a specific  program  we’re  working  on  or  if  there  are  ways  to  improve 
communications  and  outreach,  please  let  us  know. 

T.  Jones:  I went  to  the  Sunnydale  post  project  celebration  and  it  could  be  done 
better.  SFPUC  staff  had  nametags  with  “staff’  instead  of  the  person’s  name.  I 
suggest  adding  the  staff  person’s  name  so  that  it  is  more  personal.  There  were 
a number  of  times  when  even  the  community  was  complaining  about 
something,  but  they  still  seemed  pretty  happy  about  not  having  sewage  backing 
up  when  it  rained.  Some  people  had  specific  questions  on  certain  projects  and 
staff  directed  them  to  311 . 

T.Jue:  That’s  pretty  common.  It’s  the  City  as  a whole,  not  just  SFPUC.  We  have 
some  information  on  sister  agency  projects,  but  not  all. 

D.Pilpel:  I will  think  about  this,  but  I am  not  sure  if  we’ll  come  up  with  something 
immediately.  We  have  something  embedded  in  this  resolution  regarding 
ongoing  outreach,  communications,  and  rates.  It’s  interesting  to  note  that 
Rachel  Gordon  from  the  SF  Chronicle  is  now  the  new  Director  of 
Communications  at  Department  of  Public  Works  (DPW).  Perhaps  we  can  better 
integrate  communications  between  SFPUC  and  DPW.

2.  Presentation,  Discussion,  and  Possible  Action:  Eastside  Recycled  Water 
Project  Update.  Barbara  Palacios,  SFPUC  Project  Manager 
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The  SFPUC  has  a commitment  to  limit  the  supply  of  water  taken  from  the 
system  to  no  more  than  265  million  gallons  per  day  (MGD).  To  accomplish  this 
goal  we  are  diversifying  our  water  supply  portfolio.  We  are  continuing  our  active 
conservation  programs,  developing  groundwater,  and  planning  to  develop  4 
MGD  per  day  of  recycled  water  in  San  Francisco. 

Recycled  water  projects  in  San  Francisco  include  three  projects: 

Harding  Park,  which  will  soon  begin  delivering  recycled  water;  Westside,  which 
is  in  the  design  phase;  and  Eastside,  where  we  have  started  planning  efforts  to 
develop  2 MGD  of  recycled  water  for  development,  etc. 
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The  reason  is  to  diversify  our  water  supply  portfolio,  making  sure  we  can  meet 
our  long  term  water  demands.  Recycled  water  is  a good  way  to  meet  our  non- 
potable  needs. 

The  City  is  committed  to  using  recycled  water.  That  commitment  began  in  1991 
with  the  Recycled  Water  Ordinance  which  set  the  stage  for  planning  a recycled 
water  program  here  in  the  city.  That  ordinance  required  dual  plumbing  that  most 
developments  now  have  or  will  be  installing.  In  2009,  that  commitment  to 
recycled  water  was  further  endorsed  with  park  code  amendments  which  require 
the  use  of  non-potable  water  to  irrigate  parks.  Recycled  water  is  a drought-proof 
supply  of  water  and  we  believe  it  is  an  investment  in  the  City’s  sustainable 
future. 
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Most  folks  know  that  recycled  water  is  wastewater  that  is  treated  through 
several  steps.  A recycled  water  facility  would  add  two  additional  steps,  filtration, 
and  disinfection. 

There  is  also  a treatment  approach  called  scalping,  where  wastewater  is 
collected  directly  from  the  sewer.  All  four  steps  would  take  place:  primary, 
biological,  filtration  and  disinfection.  Recycled  water  and  gray  water  are  not  the 
same  thing.  Gray  water  is  collection  from  within  a home  it  may  contain  some 
soap  and  is  clean  enough  to  use  in  a garden. 

On  the  east  side,  our  highest  demand  customers  include  mostly  new 
developments  such  as  Mission  Bay,  Candlestick  Point,  Hunters  Point,  etc. 
These  have  or  will  have  dual  plumbing  to  receive  recycled  water. 

We  have  been  focusing  on  site  evaluation,  looking  at  size,  potential  availability, 
proximity  to  source  water,  and  proximity  to  customers. 

Five  sites  have  been  identified:  Seawall  Lot  337  (SF  Port),  Pier  70  (SF  Port), 
Pier  90-94  (SF  Port),  Selby  & Evans  (State  of  California),  and  Griffith  Pump 
Station  (SFPUC). 

An  alternatives  analysis  will  be  developed  using  these  five  sites  and  will 
consider  decentralized  treatment  (two  facilities),  centralized  treatment  (one 
facility),  and  source  water  (either  Southeast  effluent  or  sewer  water). 

Evaluation  criteria  will  take  a triple-bottom  line  approach  and  include 
environmental,  social,  technical  criteria  and  cost. 

Recommended  alternatives  are  to  be  identified  and  presented  to  the 
Commission  before  proceeding. 

Cur  goal  is  to  complete  the  alternatives  analysis  early  next  year.  We  are 
planning  another  outreach  event  and  then  we  will  circle  back  with  our 
commission  in  the  months  that  follow.  We  hope  to  start  environmental  review 
next  year. 

Ouestions  and  Discussion: 

J. Clary:  Can  you  explain  your  site  selection  because  I think  these  sites  were 
realistic  when  we  discussed  them  seven  or  eight  years  ago  but  I went  to  a 
meeting  with  the  Giants  recently  and  they  showed  me  their  multi-million  square 
foot  development  proposal  for  Seawall  Lot  337.  If  you  were  to  take  one  acre  of 
that,  it  would  be  a significant  cost.  I don’t  really  understand  how  practical  these 
sites  are. 

B. Palacios:  We  are  working  with  the  Port  and  the  Giants  on  the  concept  at 
Seawall  Lot  337.  We  met  with  them  on  Thursday. 

D.Pilpel:  What  is  the  size  of  the  space  you  would  need?  If  it  is  centralized 
versus  de-centralized? 

B. Palacios:  Cne  acre.  If  it  is  decentralized,  we  are  assuming  the  demand  would 
be  split  between  the  two.  A scalping  plant,  which  has  the  two  extra  steps,  we 
are  estimating  about  an  acre  for  about  half  the  flow  of  a conventional  secondary 
effluent  treatment  plant. 

J. Clary:  I am  still  a little  disappointed  in  your  site  selection.  I think  these  are 
unrealistic.  Can  you  tell  me  what  the  water  quality  is  at  the  location  if  you’re 
going  to  have  a scalping  plant? 

B. Palacios:  We’ve  sampled  the  wastewater  at  the  different  sewer  locations  near 
these  sites  and  the  total  dissolved  solids  (TDS)  is  high,  about  1000  parts  per 
million  (PPM).  The  evaluation  of  each  site  will  take  into  account  the  treatment 
requirements  at  each  site  to  meet  the  target  goals.  We’ve  set  a finished  water 
TDS  goal  of  450  PPM  for  the  finished  recycled  water. 

A.Jensen:  Cn  the  evaluation  criteria,  the  slide  says  environmental,  social, 
technical,  and  cost.  What  specific  examples  of  criteria  do  you  have?  Is  it 
published  somewhere?  Cn  cost,  are  you  looking  at  lifecycle  costs  and  bundling 
them  together?  Are  you  using  ranking  criteria? 


B. Palacios:  For  social,  we’re  looking  at  noise,  visual  impacts,  and  jobs.  For 
environmental,  we’re  looking  at  impacts  to  historical  resources.  There  are  not 
many  biological  resources.  We’ve  developed  draft  materials.  Cost  criteria 
determination  is  in  process.  This  information  will  be  the  output  of  the  next  go- 
round. 

Public  Comment:  Andrew  Lipsett  (A.Lipsett).  When  we  built  the  Southeast 
Treatment  Plant,  I thought  it  had  a 45  year  life  span. 

J. Clary:  It  is  65  years  old. 

A.Lipsett:  I recall  a few  months  ago  the  SFPUC  saying  that  we  have  to  push 
through  a contract  to  make  repairs  right  away  because  things  are  failing.  As  a 
ratepayer  I want  to  make  sure  that  we  are  able  to  maintain  the  system.  I don’t 
want  to  pay  for  three  plants  all  in  one  lifetime.  It  is  getting  a bit  pricey.  How  are 
we  going  to  budget  for  proper  maintenance?  We  need  to  look  at  a cost-benefit 
analysis  and  at  the  operating  budget. 

D.Pilpel:  Comment  taken.  When  we  have  completed  the  next  round  about 
lifecycle  costs,  we  will  schedule  a presentation. 

3.  Presentation,  Discussion,  and  Possible  Action:  Eastside  Recycled  Water 
Project  Outreach  and  iPad  Survey  Update,  B. Palacios  and  A.Kastama 
presented  on  Eastside  Recycled  Water  Project  Outreach  and  iPad  Survey 
Results  (so  far). 

Public  outreach  has  been  a major  part  of  the  project.  We  want  to  make  sure  that 
we  are  getting  the  information  out  to  the  public  and  ensure  that  they  know  we 
are  looking  at  potential  sites.  We  have  been  talking  to  the  public  since  last 
summer.  We  want  to  know  what  stakeholders  feel  is  important.  We  had  two 
open  houses  in  November  201 1 : one  in  Mission  Bay  and  one  at  the  Southeast 
Community  Facility. 

On  digital  outreach,  we  are  working  with  a company  called  Civinomics,  who  is 
using  iPad  for  survey  research.  This  has  been  a great  way  to  step-up  our 
outreach.  We  have  been  able  to  talk  with  hundreds  of  people  in  one-on-one 
settings  and  we  have  an  online  website  version  of  the  survey  as  well.  Site 
information  has  been  the  primary  topic  of  outreach  and  we’ve  also  asked  for 
feedback  on  project  priorities. 

Over  630  iPad  interviews  have  taken  place  so  far  in  various  neighborhoods  of 
the  City.  We  sent  out  email  blasts  to  our  stakeholder  lists.  We  also  did  a hard 
mailing  to  people  within  a quarter  mile  of  each  site,  with  over  1 1 ,000  addresses. 
We  also  have  kept  our  website  current  with  information  on  each  site.  We  also 
have  a new  local  water  supply  blog:  sfwater.org/iocalwater. 

Based  on  the  surveys,  no  one  site  has  been  considered  completely  unfavorable. 
In  terms  of  project  priorities,  most  people  rated  the  project  as  important.  A 
second  round  of  iPad  surveys  is  now  underway.  Civinomics  conducted  surveys 
over  the  weekend  at  the  October  13“^  Southeast  Community  Health  Fair. 

A.Kastama  added  that  the  iPad  surveys  took  place  in  populated  areas  near  the 
proposed  sites  so  we  could  be  face  to  face  with  people  who  live  and  work  near 
the  sites. 

Questions  and  Discussion: 

D.Pilpel:  How  many  surveys  took  place  on  Saturday,  October  13'^? 

Manu  Koenig  (From  Civinomics,  M. Koenig):  Approximately  35  to  45  interviews 
took  place. 

A.Kastama  added  at  least  another  20  people  stopped  by  the  tables  to  learn 
about  the  project  but  did  not  take  survey. 

A.  Jensen:  How  many  people  have  taken  the  survey  on  the  website? 


M. Koenig;  About  30  so  far.  It  is  interesting  because  online  is  often  the  best  way 
to  reach  people  but  talking  directly  to  people  can  be  more  effective. 

J. Clary:  Having  to  register  to  take  the  survey  was  a frustration  for  me.  Where 
are  the  survey  respondents  from,  in  terms  of  neighborhoods,  and  what  were  the 
variations  in  responses?  We  have  asked  for  a report. 

A.Kastama:  19  different  zip  codes  were  represented  in  the  630  interviews.  Our 
report  does  not  break  them  down  by  specific  zip  code,  but  that  can  be  provided. 

M. Koenig:  We  plan  to  go  back  out  to  zip  code  94124  since  many  of  the  sites 
considered  are  in  that  area. 

Public  Comment: 

A.Lipsett  asked  about  how  many  jobs  are  related  to  the  location  of  the  plant. 

Will  jobs  be  only  during  the  construction  of  the  plant?  Will  jobs  change  by 
location?  Also,  didn’t  the  reports  on  climate  change  a few  years  ago  state  that 
some  of  these  locations  may  be  underwater  in  a few  years? 

J. Clary:  We  can  show  from  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development 
Commission  (BCDC)  maps  that  show  what  areas  could  be  underwater.  There  is 
a specific  state  mandate  that  requires  accounting  for  five  feet  of  sea  level  rise. 

D.Pilpel:  On  your  comment  about  jobs,  we  often  see  local  jobs  in  the 
construction  of  the  plants  but  it  does  not  always  carry  through  to  long-term  jobs. 

4.  Staff  Report 

A.Kastama  stated  that  we  also  did  groundwater  tasting  at  the  October  13^'’ 
Southeast  Community  Health  Fair  and  had  over  100  people  participate. 

She  stated  that  we  anticipate  the  Draft  EIR  on  groundwater  by  approximately 
January  2013.  We  are  going  forward  with  groundwater  tastings  in  October  and 
November  at  various  farmers  markets  and  events  in  areas  where  groundwater 
would  be  used. 

A.Kastama  stated  that  the  Harding  Park  Recycled  Water  Press  Conference  will 
take  place  soon,  on  a date  to  be  announced. 

Public  comment;  none.

R.  Hansen:  How  often  are  the  generators  tested? 

D.Myerson:  I don’t  know  precisely  because  I’m  not  in  the  operations  group.  My 
understanding  is  once  a month. 

S.  Ritchie:  What  happened  with  Pump  Station  2 (PS2)?  It  was  discontinued? 

R.  Hansen:  There  were  huge  trees  towering  over  that  pump  station.  I couldn’t 
understand  how  we  could  call  that  an  emergency  water  pump  station  with  all 
those  trees  there  that  could  have  impacted  access.  There  was  a jurisdictional 
issue  about  whose  property  it  was  on.  The  trees  were  not  on  federal 
government  land,  but  on  the  street  side.  I used  to  work  for  the  federal 
government  and  ! knew  it  wasn’t  in  our  jurisdiction  to  trim  or  cut  the  trees. 

S.  Ritchie;  PS2  would  have  to  have  a lot  of  maintenance  done  to  figure  it  out. 
This  day  was  the  inauguration  of  Twin  Peaks,  there’s  someone  high  diving. 

R.  Hansen:  Is  there  swimming  there  now? 

D.Myerson:  Generally  no,  only  divers  to  do  maintenance  work. 

K.Donovan;  What  is  the  total  cost  of  the  program  elements  that  you  showed  us? 

D.Myerson:  The  pipelines  are  undefined.  The  total  available  is  approximately 
$104.2M. 

D.Pilpel:  What  do  you  figure  is  the  cistern  portion  vs.  pipeline  portion? 
D.Myerson:  Approximately  equal.  I have  the  exact  numbers. 

D.Pilpel:  What  is  the  current  relationship  of  the  SFPUC  and  Fire  Department  on 
the  fire  system? 

S.  Ritchie:  Particularly  one  former  member  of  the  Fire  Commission  had  an  issue. 
We  have  been  working  well  with  the  Fire  Department  since  then.  Our 
relationship  is  a good  one. 

D.Pilpel;  Are  their  employees  staffing  these  facilities? 

S. Ritchie:  No,  they  are  our  employees. 

D.Pilpel:  What  is  our  operating  cost  for  the  system?  What  is  the  cost  for 
cisterns,  pipelines,  facilities,  etc.? 

S. Ritchie:  I don’t  have  a number  off  the  top  of  my  head. 

D.Pilpel:  Is  the  fire  department  still  the  primarily  client  or  user?  Is  that  exclusive? 

S. Ritchie:  Yes,  that  is  correct.  The  fire  department  is  currently  the  exclusive 
user.  At  this  point,  that  is  something  we’re  considering,  but  unlikely  to  change. 
We’re  looking  at  a groundwater  dewatering  operation,  given  the  challenge  of  a 
high  pressure  system 

R.  Hansen:  Who  is  responsible  for  citywide  disaster  management? 

S.  Ritchie;  The  Department  of  Emergency  Management  is  responsible  for 
citywide  emergency  preparedness  and  disaster  management.  The  SFPUC  has 
its  own  Emergency  Planning  Director,  who  is  Mary  Ellen  Carroll. 

D.Pilpel:  What  is  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA)  status  on  the 
projects? 

D.Myerson:  The  five  facility  projects  all  have  Mitigated  Negative  Declarations 
(MNDs).  After  the  design  phase,  we  will  work  with  SFPUC’s  Environmental 
Management  Bureau  (EMB)  on  that.  We  just  completed  a categorical  exemption 
for  the  first  16  cisterns.  For  the  pipelines,  we  need  to  wait  for  what  we  want  to 
do  first  in  order  to  submit  the  appropriate  environmental  review  documents. 


D.Pilpel:  I’d  like  to  request  the  CEQA  documentation  for  this  project  and 
planning  study  documents  for  J. Clary. 

Public  Comment:  none. 

S. Ritchie:  I’d  like  to  mention  that  there  was  an  article  about  the  cisterns  in  the 
San  Francisco  Chronicle  recently. 

3.  Presentation  and  Discussion:  Water  Enterprise,  Steve  Ritchie,  SFPUC 
Assistant  General  Manager,  Water  Enterprise,  made  a presentation  and  took 
questions. 

Discussion  and  Questions: 

K. Donovan:  On  the  meters,  do  you  have  any  data  now  or  eventually  will  you 
have  any  data  on  changes  in  water  use? 

S. Ritchie:  Yes,  we  will  have  that  data.  It  is  unclear  how  people  will  use  the  data 
and  unknown  if  behaviors  change  because  of  the  meters. 

Public  comment:  none. 

4.  Presentation,  Discussion,  and  Possible  Action:  Local  and  Regional 
Groundwater  Update  and  Water  Tasting,  Jeff  Gilman,  Greg  Bartow,  Cheryl 
Munoz,  SFPUC,  Water  Resources,  made  the  presentation  and  took  questions. 
Discussion  and  Questions: 

R.  Hansen:  Just  for  historical  reasons,  can  you  indicate  the  1915  World’s  Fair 
well  out  of  Golden  Gate  Park? 

J. Gilman:  I’ve  seen  historical  records  for  a well  located  just  north  of  Golden 
Gate  Park  that  provided  water  for  that  World’s  Fair. 

D.Pilpel:  Isn’t  there  a tank  in  the  40’s  Avenues  at  Santiago? 

J.  Gilman:  That  is  one  of  the  AWSS  cisterns.  It  is  an  underground  tank  half 
holding  a million  gallons. 

K. Donovan:  How  many  wells  can  be  affected? 

J. Gilman:  Greg  will  address  that.  In  San  Francisco,  if  we  only  did  Phase  1 of  our 
project,  we’d  have  to  consider  our  pumping  effects  on  Recreation  and  Park 
Departments  property;  there’s  a well  at  SF  Zoo  that  is  used  for  non-local  supply. 
I believe  that  there  is  only  one  other  small  irrigation  well  near  the  Edgewood 
facility  on  Vicente.  They  have  other  means  for  obtaining  water  but  it’s  a small 
well. 

D.Pilpel:  Are  those  wells  regulated  by  SFPUC  or  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  pPH)? 

S.  Ritchie:  They  are  not  used  for  potable  uses. 

J. Gilman:  DPH  requires  all  production  wells  to  have  a permit.  There  have  been 
times  when  they’ve  done  annual  inspections  of  wells. 

J. Clary:  What  is  in  your  groundwater? 

J. Gilman:  Roughly  it  does  have  higher  dissolved  salts.  The  groundwater  itself 
can  be  served  and  safe  drinking  water  standards. 

J. Clary:  What  is  the  Total  Dissolved  solids  (TDS)  of  the  groundwater? 

J.  Gilman:  The  average  is  350  parts  per  million  (PPM). 

K. Donovan:  If  you  used  pure  groundwater  (purely  hypothetical),  is  there 
treatment  capacity  to  handle  it?  Or  does  it  need  to  be  blended  at  a certain  rate? 
J. Gilman:  We  can  meet  current  drinking  water  standards  at  the  well  head  at  all 
of  our  wells  but  one.  With  the  exception  of  Golden  Gate  Park  Central,  we  meet 
all  standards.  We  use  blending  to  meet  all  standards;  that’s  why  the  well  at  the 
Zoo  can  serve  as  an  emergency  drinking  water  supply.  The  two  other  wells  are 
being  proposed  as  emergency  water  supplies. 

D.Pilpel:  Will  we  see  the  draft  Environmental  Impact  Report  (EIR)  in  a few 
months? 

J. Gilman:  We  can  share  that  with  you  when  it  is  available. 

D.Pilpel:  On  slide  4 (map),  the  specific  pipeline  routes,  are  those  both  in  design 
and  subject  to  the  EIR,  but  not  final  yet? 

J. Gilman:  They’re  not  final,  but  we’re  proposing  a specific  route  in  the  EIR. 
D.Pilpel:  I’m  trying  to  keep  in  mind  how  many  times  we  are  digging  up  the 
Sunset.  Is  someone  coordinating  all  of  the  projects? 

J. Clary:  There  has  been  coordination  within  the  city  for  a few  years. 

Do  you  have  a groundwater  management  plan  to  cover  the  whole  aquifer? 


G. Bartow:  There  is  a Groundwater  Management  Plan  prepared  for  the 
southwest  basin  that  was  finalized  this  summer.  There  was  also  a draft 
groundwater  management  plan  for  the  north  basin  a few  years  ago.  We  hope  to 
update  and  finalize  that  plan. 

J. Clary:  Are  the  yields  connected? 

G. Bartow:  The  yields  flow  between  the  basins.  There  is  an  interconnection 
between  them.  In  the  Southwest  basin,  the  groundwater  has  been  depressed 
due  to  historic  pumping,  and  now  there  is  space  for  storage  in  that  portion  of  the 
basin  and  water  levels  haven’t  been  depressed.  The  concept  is  capturing  the 
groundwater  that  would’ve  been  discharging  to  the  ocean. 

D.Pilpel:  We’re  asking  the  north  San  Mateo  customers  to  not  pump;  does  that 
require  us  to  pay  them  to  not  pump? 

G. Bartow:  We’re  trying  to  make  it  cost  neutral.  The  benefit  is  that  we’re 
providing  them  with  water,  reducing  their  pumping  and  treatment  cost.  The 
benefit  is  to  reduce  operations  and  maintenance  and  have  better  basin 
conditions. 

D.Pilpel:  Would  we  give  them  more  water  or  allocate  more  water  to  purchase  at 
whatever  contractual  rates? 

G. Bartow:  It  is  cost  neutral,  advancing  water  to  them  today.  Over  time,  they 
would  pay  the  same. 

A.Sinclair:  There  are  several  groundwater  factsheets;  we  will  translate  them. 
D.Pilpel:  Can  you  always  get  a date  in  the  factsheets,  so  that  we  know  how 
updated  the  information  is? 

J.  Clary:  So  one  day,  you  can  talk  to  us  about  when  and  if  we’ll  be  able  to  get 
yield  out  of  the  groundwater? 

G. Bartow:  The  basins  are  very  shallow  and  the  yield  is  very  meager. 

K. Donovan:  Is  that  going  to  be  addressed  in  the  EIR? 

G. Bartow:  For  the  dry  year  project,  the  alternatives  were  looked  in  the  EIR. 
We’re  tiering  off  an  analysis  that  already  looked  at  alternatives. 

J. Gilman:  The  alternatives  section  will  refer  to  the  groundwater  master  plan 
done  in  the  1960s.

Public  comment:  John  Kelly-  Submitted  his  public  comments  pursuant  to  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  67.16-  “John  M.  Kelly  - long-time  resident 
of  City.  He  commended  the  Subcommittee  for  bringing  the  Groundwater  Supply 
Project  to  its  agenda  for  a vote,  and  having  a real  discussion  about  the  impact  of 
the  Project  on  drinking  water  quality  in  San  Francisco. 

He  said  (1)  he  supported  the  Project,  but  only  in  the  event  of  emergencies,  and  we 
aren’t  there  yet;  (2)  the  decision  to  mix  groundwater  into  the  City’s  drinking  water 
would  reduce  the  quality  of  the  City’s  drinking  water  and  was  a top-down  decision 
that  made  groundwater  a permanent  part  of  the  City’s  drinking  water,  draught  or  no 
draught;  and  (3)  there  had  been  insufficient  notice  to  City  residents  about  the  water 
quality  issue.  He  confirmed  that  the  Subcommittee  had  received  a copy  of  General 
Manager  Kelly’s  letter  committing  to  a “robust  outreach”  on  this  issue  next  year, 
and  asked  the  Subcommittee  to  hold  Kelly  to  that  commitment.”
